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A MEMORABLE LAST DAY 


THE GOVERNOR THROWS A BOMB.- 
SHELL INTO THE SENATE. 

AN EXTRAORDINARY DOCUMENT DIRE€TED 
AT TAMMANY—SENATORS ROUNDLY DE- 
NOUNCED—NOMINATIONS MADE IGNOR- 
ING BOSS KELLY—ANGRY RETORTS. 

Arpaxy, May 4.—The Democratic “‘ re- 
form” Legislature bas burst up in a row, and 
the “regulars” have gone home cursing the 
jay when they admitted John Kelly and his 

Tammany gang of spoils-hunters back into 

the fold. Up to the time the Senate 

convened this afternoon for its clos- 

Ing session no one had any anticipa- 

tion or inkling of the bombshell that was 

30 soon to burst in the Democratic camp, With 

the tion of the disagreement about the 

ponfirmation of Mr. Murtha for Emigration 

- Commissioner, it was supposed that the Demo- 
cratic portion of the Legislature would close 
the session with all the outward appearance, 
at lenst, of harmony and brotherly love that 
they have shown to each other since they 
smoked the pipe of peace in their last conven- 
tion at Syracuse. 

The Senate met at 9 A. M. and spent two or 
three hours in disposing of local bills in the 
order of third readings. Among the more im- 
portant bills passed was the Assembly bill re- 
organizing the Boara ef Aldermen in Brook- 
lyn so as to elect seven Aldermen at Large. 


The bill had been changed in the committee 
by reducing the number of Aldermen at Large 
to three, changing the districts, and injecting 
several Democratic jobs into it, one of which 
was designed to keep “Jim” Dunne, the keeper 
of the City Hall, in office for five years. Mr. 
Russell, while defending the original bill as 
calculated to purify the Aldermanic Board of 
Brooklyn, vigorously opposed the amend- 
ments made in’ the Senate commiteee, which, 
he said, made it a disgraceful bill- and one 
which no reform Governor, such as Grover 
Cleveland professed to be, could ever sign. 
Notwithstanding Mr. Russell’s opposition, the 
bill got 17 Democratic votes and was _— 

The Senate passed the ‘‘Civil Service Reform”’ 
bill, so called, as it came up from the Assem- 
bly. One séction of this bill, which indicates 
its character, reads as follows: 

There shall be non-competitive examinations 
wher competition may not be found practicable. 

The bill directing the Controller of New- 
York City to lease two blocks of ground in the 
Ninth Ward to the West Washington Market 
Association, under certain conditions, was 


The Senate held a 10 minutes’ executive ses- 
sion and made an attempt to confirm the nom- 
ination of ex-Senator Murtha for Commission- 
er of Emigration. It did not succeed. Three 
Democratic Senators—Grady, Treanor, and 
Browning—voted with the Republicans against 
taking the nomination from the hands of the 
‘Finance Committee. where it has remained 
since the Governor sent in the name, for lack 
of a majority to report it. There was no dis- 
cussion, and after taking this vote the execu- 
tive session cl 

After this episode the Senate took up the 
partisan job to make the Court of Appeals a 
contracting party in giving out the work of 
printing its reports. The bill was passed by a 

arty vote, except that Mr. Boyd voted against 
t for reasons previously stated by him. Mr. 
Baucus was again brought from his sick bed 
to help through this and other jobs. 

The Senate next took up the bill to legalize 
and confirm the incorporation of the United 
States Eclectic Medical College in New-York 
and a similar institution in Buffalo, which had 
organized under an act passed two years ago, 
allowing five men to incorporate a scientifie 
and literary institution. The regular Faculty, 
it appears, got an injunction against these col- 

es on the ground that they are not “‘ scien- 
tific” institutions, and the litigation is now on 
its way to the highest court. This bill has 
been discussed several times, mainly by Sena- 
tors H, A. Nelson and Thomas, who took op- 

ite sides, It was beat-nafew days ago, 

t to-day the vute was reconsidered on mo- 
tion of Mr. Thomas and the bill was passed 
by 17 votes. 

An effort was made to take the Binghamton 
bills of a partisan character from the commit- 
tee and order them to a third reading. The 
best citizens of Binghamton of both parties 
— against the passage of these biils (re- 

ting to the Police and Water Boards,) but for 
some reason or other Lieut.-Gov. Hill is anx- 
lous to push them through, and he resorted to 
pyvery possible means, consistent or inconsist- 
mt with the dignity of his position, to drum 
up votes for the motion to order the bills toa 
third reading. Mr. Thomas, who so well rep- 
resents the Binghamton district, was success- 
fulin thwarting the tricks of the. presiding 
officer, and the motion was defeated. 

The Assembly bill increasing the salaries of 
New-York firemen, or leaving their salaries 
discretionary with the Fire Commissioners, 
which amounts to the same thing, was passed, 
and afterward reconsidered on motion of Mr. 
Koch, who said that he was represented as be- 
Ing in favor of it when he was not. After the 
reconsideration Mr. Koch made a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause, which was lost, 
and the bill was then passed a second time, 
three or four Democrats voting against it. 

Mr. Grady calied for the third reading of his 
bill extending the “‘ commission’’ hours on the 
elevated roads from 4to 10 A. M, and from 3 
to 9 P. M., during which only 5 cents fare can 
be collected. It was ordered to a third read- 
ing without discussion by a vote of 18 to 1—A. 
Lansing, of Aibany, voting in the negative. 
The Anuual Tax Levy bill of 2.203 mills was 
reported from the Finance Committee and 
passed. There is an increase over last year, 
owing mainly to the expense of maintaining 
* free canals,”’ 

The afternoon session was opened at 3 o’clock 
promptly, and the Senate proceeded to dis- 
patch business as fast as possible in order that 
it might be ready to adjourn sine die at 7 P. 
M., the hour fixed by the joint resolution. 
The first bili passed was Grady’s act to extend 
the commission hours on the elevated rail- 
roads. It went through by a vote of 19 to 3, 
Messrs. Mackin and the two Nelsons voting in 
the negative. The next bill of any importance 
was the “Storm King” Bridge bill, which got 
17 votes, and was declared passed. 

Quite a number of small bills of a local 
character were hurried through when the 
Governor’s private Secretary made his ap- 

rance with a bundle of envelopes, which, 

t was whispered around, contained the last 

attempt of the Governor to distribute Demo- 

sratic patronage by nominations to office. 

The Senate did not wait long to go into execu- 

tive session and ascertain who had drawn the 

When they got together in 
rivate they opened the packages and found 
he following names:

The Tammany Senators, it appears, listened 
in vain fora single name in the above long 
list that they could recognize as belonging to 
weir class, A motion was made to confirm 
jhe Civil Service Commissioners, which was 

_parried without opposition. Mr. Peck, who 
was known to be the friend and appointee of 
she Lieutenant-Governor, was also confirmed, 
bat beyond this Tammany refused to go an- 
otber step, 2nd «s ail the other nominations were 
to fill places now held by Republicans, 
meny of then, like the. Harbor-masters, hav- 
‘ing been legislated out of office, the Rep tb- 
licans, of course, were in no haste to confirm 
them, and sc tie Senate found itself without a 
majority in favor of any more of the ap- 
pointena. On motion they were referred to 


standing committees—the Republicans and 
Messrs. Grady, Treanor, and Browning voting 
for such reference. The Senate came out of 
executive session with a la minority of lu- 
gubrious-looking faces. ith as much grace 
as possible, however, they resumed the work 
of passing bills—80 or 40 which lav on the 
Clerk’s desk anxious to become laws. They 
had not got any further than the passage of 
one bill taking about $5,000 a year out of the 
hands of the Republican Sheriff of Kings 
County and giving it toa Democratic Com- 
missioner of Jurors, when the Governor’s pri- 
vate secretary again made his appearance 
with a roll tied up with a blue ribbon. 

It was immediately unrolled and read to a 
most attentive audienee. It turned out to bea 
roll of dynamite—a perfect bombshell—from 
the Executive Chamber. Senators looked at 
each other in amazement to think that 
the mild, amiable, timid, and peace- 
loving Grover Cleveland should have mus- 
tered up courage enough on the last day of 
the session to discharge such an angry missile 
at the refractory members of his own party. 
No one ever heard such a thessage from a Gov- 
ernor before and all agreed that its novelty 
was only equalei by its audacity. The docu- 
ment is as follows: 


Exxourive Cuamser, ALBANY, May 4, 1883. 
To the Senate: 

I deem it my duty to remind you of the impor- 
tance of giving effeet to the law lately passed by 
the Legisiature “todmend the laws relating to 
alien immigrants and to secure an improved ad- 
ministration;of alien immigration.” The statute 
was the result of investigation which demonstrated 
that the present management of this very impor- 
tant department is a scandal and areproach te 
eivilization. The money of the State is apparent- 
ly expended with no regard to economy, tke 
most disgraceful dissensions prevail among those 
having the matter in charge. Barefaced jobbery 
has been permitted, and the poor emigrant, who 
looks to the institutions for protection, finds that 
his helplessness and forlorn condition afford the 
readily seized opportunity for imposition and 
swindling. . 

These facts lift the effort to reform the manage- 
ment above partisan considerations and make the 
cause one in which every right-minded man skhoald 
be enlisted, and one in which those chosen to pro- 
tect the right and the honor of the people of the 
State should gladly co-operate. The law lately 
passed, it is admitted, seeks in a practical way to 
remedy the evils referred to. In the enforcement 
of the law it became my duty to send to the Senate 
for its confirmation the name of aperson who 
should act as Commissioner, and who should have 
charge of the important matter provided for. 
This I have done in the discharge of this duty. I 
was fortunate enough to beable to present the 
name of a citizen of the State ot conceded integ- 
rity, ability, and administrative eapacity, who en- 
jeys the respect and esteem of all who know him, 
and whose benevolent nature would insure the 

roteetion and kind care of the destitute and 
riendiess strangers who should be put in his 
charge. 

But the unmistakable indications are that in its 
elosing hoars the Senate wiil refuse to confirm his 
appointments, and thus continue the present scan- 
dais and abuses. Some of those now in charge of 
the department and their beneficiaries are on the 
ground andabout the halls of legislation seeking 
to retuin their control and their abused advantages. 
The refusal to confirm the appointee is not based 
upon any allegations of unfitness, nor has 
such a thing been suggested. It con- 
cedediy and openly, as I understand the 
situation, has its origin in an overweening greed 
for the patronage which may attach to the place, 
and which will not be promised in advance, and 
———— partisanship which is insisted on 
at the expense of important interests. There has 
not been a reason suggested why the name of the 
appointee should be withdrawn, and I should be 
unjust and dereliet in my duty if I should pursue 
that course. The Senate is reminded, too, that the 
present situation of affairs precludes my submitting 
another name if I desired. 

Iam profoundly sensible of the absolute power 
and right of the Senate in the premises, and do 
not seek to question it even in thiscase. Every 
member knows the motives for his conduct and 
must justify them to hisconstituents. The fact re- 
mains, however, thata eaptious opposition to the 
execation of the best remedial law of the present 
session of the Legislature perpetuates the oppese- 
sion of the immigrant and the praetice of unblush- 
ing peculation. I have endeavored to co-operate 
with the Senate in supplementing the eof 
the law by putting the machinery in motion for its 
execution, and I may perhaps be allowed to ex- 
press the hope that its operation may not be de- 
feated. If it is, the responsibility must rest where 
it belongs. GROVER CLEVELAND. 


Mr. Grady got so angry as the reading of the 
paper progressed that he could hardly keep his 
seat until it was finished. No sooner had the 
signature been reached than he jum to his 
feet, and with a countenacne sosien with an- 
ger and a voice pitched on the key of a Coman- 
che Indian, he delivered himself as follows: 


Mr. Prestpent: I move to refer the message just 
received to the Committee on Grievances, and in 
that connection I desire to make a few remarks. 
The extraordinary spectacle is presented to tne 
citizens of this State of its chief executive officer 
forgetting the dignity of his position to offer a 
plea for the confirmation of his nominee, who 
was selected not because of his ability, 
not beeause of any promise held out in 
his appointment looking to the correction of 
—< f abuses that may exist, but simply as a politi- 
cal favor or recognition to a partisan supporter of 
the Governer, and intended to pay for partisan ser- 
vices rendered to him. When the Governor of this 
State says that it is admitted that abuses exist un- 
der the present Commissioners of Emigra- 
tion he begs the entire question. Cer- 
tainly he is not justified in the  state- 
ment by the report of the Senate Finance 
Committee, who in no friendly spirit undertook 
and carried on the investigation of the affairs of 
the commission under the resolution passed by 
this body at its session last year. But let me ask 
if it wasfrom the horde of politicians who have 
evinced such a deep interest in the success 
of the Governor’s nominee that his Excellency 
hoped for protection to the poor emigrants. I beg 
to suggest to the Governor that it is the province 
of the Senate to advise with him as to the nomina- 
tions to be submitted for our confirmation, and if 
in —— the Senate the Governor has been led 
te the commission of an error, he must not attempt 
to evade responsibility for his act by placing the 
Senators opposed to this nomination in a false po- 
sition before the people of this State, and that I 
believe to be the object of this message. 


The nomination for which our indorsement is 
asked in this paper and other nominations submit- 
ted by the Governor to the Senate show that when 
oecasion requires there is no manin the State more 
susceptible to partisan considerations than the au- 
thor of the extraordinary doeument now on the 
Cierk’s desk. 1 have never heard of such a eom- 
munication having been before addressed to the 
Senate, and I hope there will never again be offered 
such an insult to the dignity of a legislative body, 
even to help the cause of a lame nominee. Now, 
Sir, we know Mr. Murtha, and if the Governer in- 
vites a discussion as to the merits of his candidate, 
let us have it here and now. Mr. Murtha once oc- 
cupied a seat in the Senate, and, regardless of 
what maybe his persomal§ character and social 
qualities, there was ne matter upon which 
his political boss had an opinion but that 
in. Mr. Murtha he found a faithful eeho. 
It was the desire of the Governor to plaeate the 
Brooklyn politicians who have been driven from 
power at home. And Mr. Murtha was nominated 
only because it was understood that he would do 
just what Boss McLaughlin wanted, and it wasalso 
understood that Boss McLaughlin wanted nothing 
60 much as to satisfy the greed of henchmen who 
had been turned out of their political berths by 
"aie them still another chance at the public 
crib. 

The Governor makes a grevious mistake when 
he insinuates that Senators have been influenced 
by unwerthy motiyes in their opposition to his 
nominee His suggestions as to the reasons by 
which we have been actuated are unbe- 
coming in one holding the highest office in 
this State. Ic will be remembered that 
in the executive session at whieh the Governor's 
nomination of Mr. Murtba was first made known 
and befere there was any opportunity for any in- 
fluence of any kind to exert itself. The Senators 
who are now opposing confirmation then said 
they never would yote for the nominee. The 
Governor, when entering upon the discharge of 
the duties belonging to his office, frankly 
confessed his lack of uaintance with the 
public men of the State. In the light of the 
message which he to-day sends to the Senate it 
must be confessed he has not enlarged upon his 
acquaintanee to any very great degree since. Be 
this as it may, we can afford to stand before the 
people firm in opposition to a nomination made for 
purely political and partiean purposes, and there 
we will stand. 

As soon as Mr. Grady had taken his seat 
Mr. Jacobs rose, and ina mild tone of voice 
said: 

‘“‘Ishall not at thislate stage of the session 
weary the Senate by any extended remarks in 
reply to what the Senator from the Sixtn 
(Mr. Grady] has seen fit to say. I do 
not think with him that the position of the 
Governor in this matter is to be regretted. 
I think the message came with eminent fitness 
from him. I cannot understand, sir, why when 
the Governor -of this State speaks the truth 
that it becomes the subject of such vi- 
tuperation. Allow me to say that the 
Governor of this State had no acquaintance 
with Mr. Murtha a week before his nomination, 
and allow me to say that no “* bess” ever suggest- 
ed his name, and the gentleman that the Senator 
names, who lives in the city of Brooklyn, 
and whom he calls a “boss,” never knew 
that Mr. Murtha’s game was even suggested until 
the Governor had made up his mind to appoint 
him. And allI need say is that if bosses and Gov- 
ernors find such men as Mr. Murtha for 
positions of public trust it is an evidence 
of reform in the administration of which 
the Senator ought to feel proud. We looked 
for nothing at the ‘public crib,’ but we did look 
for good government : the administration of a 
department the reform of which commenced with 
a Senator residing in the city of Brooklyn. He hada 
perfect right to nominate kim. This is no local office:

it is a State department; it is paid for by taxation 
upon the people of the whole State. I re-echo the 
sentiment of the Governor, that as long as public 
attention is called to the fact that he has per- 
formed his duty the people can rest satisfied. 

Other s hes followed defending and at- 
tacking the Governor’s message, which was 
finally referred to the Finaace Committee. 
While this long discussion over the Gov- 
ernor’s bombshell was going on the clock 
was indicating the rapid approach of 
the hour for final adjournment, and when the 
debate was finished it was too late to do 
any more legislative business. Barely time 
enough was left to pass the customary 
resolution of thanks tothe President. Mr. Hill; 
the President pro tem., Mr. Jacobs; the Clerk, 
Deputy Clerk, and others, and listen to the 
farewell speech of the Lieutenant-Governor. 
This last performance was no less a novelty 
and a surprise than the extraordinary 
message of the Governor. It was the first 
time in the history of the State 
that the Lieutenant-Governor has injected 
into a farewell address at the close of 
a session a regular partisan campaign speech. 
The falsity of the statements contained in 
this speech is no less noticeable than the 
flat contradiction between the eulogy pro- 
neunced upon his party. by the Lieutenant- 
Governor and the censure of one branch 
of the nate J contained in the Governor’s mes- 
sage. The contrast was ludicrous to the minds 
of Senators who had just listened to the read- 
ing of the message. But Mr. Hill’s speech was 
prepared a week ago and was read from print- 
ed slips. He had no idea when he wrote it 
that his party was on the brink of a new dis- 
solution 

The closing scenes in the Senate are the lead- 
ing topic of conversation in Albany this Win- 
ter, and Democrats are speculating on the 
ultimate effect upon the unity of the 
party. ‘‘ Kd” Kearney is here, and when told 
by a County Democrat that Tammany 
would never get into another Demo- 
cratic convention he quietly remarked that 
he “‘ believed there was a Shakespeare Hall in 
Syracuse.” As the law passed yesterday turns 
all Harbor-masters out of office the moment the 
bill is signed there are at present no officers 
of that kind in the State, and as the Governor's 
nominees werenot confirmed a serious question 
arises as to what is likely to be done or can be 
done. Itis thoucht here that the Governor 
will be obliged to call an extra session of the 
Senate to meet the difficulty. But if he does 
cajl an extra session, that will not confirm his 


nominees. 
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A FLOOD OF BILLS. 

THE HABBOR-MASTERS BILL PASSED—A SOP 
TO WORKING MEN-—THE SURROGATES 
BILL KILLED. 

AtBany, May 4.—The tidal wave Legis- 
lature of 1883 adjourned sine die at 7 o’clock 
this evening. It disappears from public view 
leaving behind it a record fully justitying the 
old saying that the Democracy is unable to 
bear prosperity. Its closing hours were sig- 
nalized by a clashing of the Tammany and 
Tilden factions in ihe Senate. All the old bit- 
terness has been revived. The spoils-hunters, 
having brought down their game, are unable 
to agree over its division. A quarrel has 
been precipitated which promises to be 
waged with more savageness of spirit 
than that occasioned by the memorable split 
ef 1879. The County Democrats have begun to 
talk their minds and to threaten that Tam- 
many Hall shall never again darkon the 
door of a Democratic convention. Half- 
breeds and Stalwarts arethinking of sharpen- 
ing their knives for use once more against the 
common enemy. In the Assembly, so intense 
did this feeling of revenge become after the 
news of the rupture in the Senate had been re-' 
ceived, that the country Democrats began to 
ask whether there were any Tammany meas- 
ures that they could assist in killing on the 
spot. The day, throughout, was a turbulent 
one in the lower house. 

To the credit of Speaker Chapin it ought to 
be said that his influence was exercised to pre- 
venta repetition of any of the disgraceful 
scenes which were enacted on the last day of 
the Democratic Legislature of a year ago. 
There were no such abominable rulings and 
ne such success in jamming through the most 
disreputable jobs as then were witnessed. 
Several etforts were made by Spinola and oth- 
ers to suspend every rule of the House in or- 
der to let in a flood of jobs. With the 
aid of Republican votes the Tilden 
Democrats from the country defeated 
every move of this kind. ‘The Building law 
for New-York City was one of the measures 
which it was sought to progress under a sus- 


pension of the rules. This has never been dis- 
cussed on the floor, and there were so many 
indications that it was honeycombed with 
tricky schemes that Messrs. Crane and Van 
Allen devoted themselves exclusively to watch- 
ing its movers and preventing its reception 
from the Cities’ Committee. 

The crowning act of folly of theo Democratic 
majority was the passage of the measure au- 
thorizing the people to vote next Fall whether 
or not they were in favor of abolishing the 
contract labor system in the penal institutions 
of the State. The party was a vnit on sus- 
pending the rules for the exclusive pur- 
pose of lifting this along to the point of 
final passage. No discussion was al- 
lowed upon it, the members being lim- 
ited to two-minute explanations of their 
votes, The Republicans united in denouncing 
itas the most transparent piece of clap-trap 
and humbuggery that any political party had 
ever indulged in. The Democrats were re- 
minded that they had at Syracuse last Fall 
promised to give the working men of the State 
relief on this question, They bad shirked their 
responsibility, however, and, after remaining 
inactive for four months, had on the last day 
of the session thrown out this sop to the 
laboring men. 

** You have conducted yourselves as though 
you thought the laboring men were idiots and 
fools,” said Mr. Hunt. 

* With 86 out of 128 members representing 
the Demecracy on this floor,” said Mr. O’ Neil, 
** you have not passed a measure that benefits 
the working men. Such cowardice is charac- 
teristic of the Democratic Party.” 

Mr. Howe provoked roars of laughter bv de- 
claring that this was an opera bouffe bill which 
could not be seriously advocated even by its 
friends. Hall, the tal! Alleganian, declared that 
this was a kind of St. Jacob’s oil that the Dem- 
ocrats were pouring over the bruised limbs of 
the laboring men. Mr. Page flung whole 
passages from the Syracuse platform at the 
majority and asked them how they liked it, 
and whether the pledges of the party had been 
fulfilled. Even Mr. Taylor, of Kings, could 
not swallow the measure, He said very truly 
that he had put his politics in his pocket early 
in the session and had endeavored to 
assist the working men. He _— should 
be compelled, however, to vote with his party 
on this. He cast his vote with the Republi 
cans in the negative. Mr. Delabanty, the Co- 
hoes mule-spinner and labor representative, 
taunted the Democrats with their want of good 
faith and voted ‘‘No.” Mr. Healy, of Mon- 
roe, the most conscientious representative sent 
by the Working Men’s Party to the Legisla- 
ture, astonished the Democrats by taking 
ground — them and attacking them and 
their professions, 

“*T intend upon this occasion,” he said, ** to 
cast the same conscientious vote that 1 have 
endeavored to give upon every question upon 
which I was called upow to decide in this Le- 
gislature. It is my firm conviction that the 
management and regulation of the labor of 
those detained in the prisons and penal institu- 
tions of the State isa subject too important, 
too grave, too complicated to be summari- 
ly and finally disposed of by a simple yea 
or nay recorded at the ballot-box.

I venture to say that I 
voice their unanimous sentiment when I de- 
cline to accept this scandalous evasion of pub- 
lic pledge made to the people. I vote 
“No.” Cheers ‘were given him by the 
Republicans and by spectators gathered 
in large force in the ga!!eries and on the floor. 
Major Haggerty, on behalf of the Democrats, 
meekly said that this was the best the party 
could do, and Mr. Roosevelt retorted that it 
was a disgrace toany party. A limited num- 
ber of Republicans voted for the measure af- 
ter first denouncing it asa makeshift. Messrs. 
Armstrong, Farrar, and J. W. Brooks adopted 
this course. By a vote of 79 to 33 it was passed 
and sent to the Governor. 

The Kings County members got into another 
wrangle over the ge of the Bond-street 
Sewer Assessment bill. Mr. Henry fought it 


through, and his associates, headed by Mr. | 


‘* Paddy” Burns, a gentleman with tremendous 
lung power, created an uproar because a de- 


tailed statement of the vote was not given’ 


them. Mr. Welch, who was in the chair, re- 
fused to recognize them, and they made him a 
target of theirabuse. Then these inharmoni- 
ous Democrats reviled the Speaker for being 
away from his post, ard swore that their 
wrath should be felt all the way up to Niagara 
Falls if the temporary Chairman ever again 
ran for office. 

Financially speaking, this has been a bad 
session for the marauders from Kings, and ne- 
cessity will compel them to walk oo Whigere if 
they intend to carry out their threats. 

Major Haggerty beat the gong and tried to 
rally his hide-bound Democratic associates to 
the support of Tammany’s triple-headed Sur- 
rogate’s bill. Mr. Howe again asserted that 
the bill was unconstitutional, that a method of 
meeting the necessities of the Surrogate’s office 
was already provided by the Constitution, 
which could not be ignored if the bill ever got 
before the Governor. It was perfectly ap- 
parent to him and to other members of the 
Judiciary Committee, from the arguments 
made before the committee by a young and 
irresponsible gentleman and by ex-Surrogate 
Calvin, that the latter gentleman wasat the bot- 
tom of this scheme to increase the number 
of Surrogates. The press, without regard to 
party, had denounced it as bad, and had 
warned the Legislature against passing it. 
Mr. House said that no such necessity for an 
increase had been discovered until this late 
day, when a Republican happened to be occu- 
pying the Surrogate’s chair. The music of a 
passing circus attracted attention, and three- 
fourths of the members abandoned their seats 
and flocked to the windows to view the parade. 
Frivolity was the order of the hour, and five 
minutes were lost in rapping the members 
back to a sense of their dignity as legislators. 
There were enough Democrats who were will- 
ing to administer a kicking to Tammany, and 
they voted with the Republicans to kill the 
bill. Their efforts were successful, and it was 
killed by a vote of 55 to 54. 

The Fifth-Avenue Paving bill, having been 
recast by Mr. Howe so as to make it permis- 
sive for the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to authorize the work to be done, was 
passed after having been amended by Mr. 
Roosevelt so as to limit the expenditure to 
$225,000, That amount was certified to by 
Controller Campbell two years ago as being 
all that was necessary to do the work well and 
honestly. The schemers who had the bill in- 
troduced demanded $350,000, 


After the Surrogate’s bill had been defeated 
it was discovered by Mr. Sanderson, of Dela- 
ware, that Senator Holimes’s bill authorizing 
the assessment of telephone and telegraph 
companies in the villages and cities of the 
State had been stolen from the desk. It 
ought to have been read before the Surro- 
gate’s bill, but some of its opponents had mys- 
teriously spirited it away. There has been 
great opposition to this measure by the agents 
of the corporations in both Senate and 
Assembly. Unable to defeat it in the 
upper house, they had resorted to 
thievery, for the lower house was 
in favor of its — This was the baldest 
trick which has yet nm perpetrated in this 
Democratic house. Mr. Roosevelt indignantly 
demanded a committee of investigation. The 
three members who have exhibited the most 
opposition to the bill are the immaculate ex- 
Bosom Friend Cary, of Cattaraugus; Spinola, 
the defender of corporations of every kind, 
and Sheridan, the pot-house politician of 
Kings. The committee —— by the 
Speaker comprised Messrs. Roosevelt, Chair- 
man; Smith, Benedict, Roesch, and Leche. 
It reported that the bill had been traced 
to the point where it was handed by 
Deputy Ballou to David Hamburger, the 
Speaker’s messenger. Beyond that 
nothing could be _ discovered of it. 
Under the system of handling bills now em- 
ployed in the Clerk’s and Speaker’s desks it 
was impossible to fix the responsibility for the 
theft. Speaker Chapin and Clerk Bunn were 
exonerated. <A copy of the bill having mean- 
time been obtained, 1t was re-engrossed and 
passed, Spinola being the only man on the floor 
who openly opposed it. 

The Senate amendments to the Harbor- 
masters bill legislating out of office the five 
Republican incumbents whose terms have not 
expired, and giving the Governor and Senate 
the power to appoint the entire eleven, was 
passed by a strictly partisan vote and under 
the operation of the gag. Bailey’s Oyster bill, 
originally introduced in the interest of a mono- 
oly that was desirous of acquiring all the 
ands under“water in Long Island Sound on 
the New-York shore for the planting 
of oyster beds, was passed by a vote 
of 68 to 34. Mr. Church, of Queens, 
made a vigorous resistance, and declared 
that the effect of the bill would be to rob hun- 
dreds of poer fishermen along the shore of a 
means of livelibood. Mr. Howe claimed that 
the bill had been divested of its original ob- 
noxious features. The bill authorizing the 
building of 300 additional cells at Sing Sing and 
appropriating $75,000 for the expense came 
down from the Senate and was passed after a 
vigorous canvass among the Democrats. As 
originally introduced in the House by Mr. 
Hamilton, of Cayuga, this bili prevented the 
placiag of two prisoners ina cell, The rider 
appropriating money was tacked on in the 
Senate. 

The Free Pass bill had a narrow escape from 
being defeated. Mr. Benedict moved to sub- 
stitute for the Haggerty bill the bill prepared 
by the Railroad Committee prohibiting only 
legislative and other State cfficials from re- 
ceiving or using passes. ‘his motion was lost, 
and the substitute, so obnoxious to many of 
the members, was put upon its passage. The 
latter prohibits everybody from riding en free 
passes. An agent of Thurber’s stood outside 
the railing and took motes for the dread- 
ful black list. The incident had some 
weight, for some of the members, de- 
claring that they would not be bull- 
dozed, voted in the negative. Mr. Roosevelt 
echoed the sentiments of many of his associates 
when he said that the Railroad Committee’s 
bill was all right and would have been sup- 
ported by bim, while this one was all wrong. 
The bill received 65 affirmative votes, exactly 
the number required to pass it, and 48 nega- 
tive. Some considerable time was spent in 
drumming up enough friendly members. The 
proceedings on this one measure have degen- 
erated into a farce, as the incidents comnectad 
with its passage fully demonstrated. Some of 
the most reputable members voted against it 
solely because it was in this obnoxious form. 
Themen with thievish instincts, who have, like 
Spinola and Campbell voted for every corrupt 
scheme this session, were the most demon- 
strative in recording themselves for the bill, 
A black list will therefore give the greatest 
rascals on the floor the credit of having done 
a virtuows act, while members with un- 
tarnished reputations will be pointed out as 
awful examples of men who have been tam- 
pered with py the corporations. 

Turmoil and confusion reigned all day long 
and up to within 15 minutes of the hour of 
adjournment. Members were scrambling to 
get their bills through, and they made many 
anxious visits to the Speaker’s desk in the 
hope of hurrying them along. Relays of clerks 
were kept busy in reading the titles and last 
sections (seldom done unless insisted 
upon by members) of bills and_  call- 
ing the roll. It was impossible’ to 
hear the responses above the din, and the 
names of members were tallied at random. 
Finally the formal resolutions of thanks to the 
Speaker and Clerk wereintroduced. Mr. Roose- 
velt, as the recognized leader of the minority, 
presented the resolution relating to the pre- 
siding officer in a speech full of cordiality 
and good feeling. Messrs, Boynton, Farrar, 
and Haggerty, the latter the only Demo- 
crat who took part in these proceedings, 
seconded the resolution, and Mr. Erwin, on the 
part of the minority, extended its thanks to 
Clerk Bunn for his fairness toward the Repub- 
licans. Speaker Chapin’s response to these 
expressions was characteristically graceful and 
te the point, Unlike the valedictory of the 
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Lieutenant-Governor, it was neither a ha- 
rangue mor a speech intended for wadding ‘in a 
Dolitical campaign.

CARRIE BUTTERFIELD, OF WARSAW, AWARD- 
ED $4,000 ror A BROKEN HEART. 

Warsaw, N. Y., May 4.—In the Wyoming

Batterfield against Edgar D. Van Slyke, for breach 
of promise, was placed on trial, Justice Haight, of 
Buffalo, presiding, with Messrs. Bartlett and Bart- 
lett attorneys for the plaintiff and the: 
Hon. Augustus Harrington for the de- 
fendant. After the case ‘had been called,‘ 
Miss Butterfield, the plaintiff, entered the court- 
room, accompanied by her younger sister. She 
took a seat behind Myron FE. Bartlett, her’ 
counsel. She is a slight little woman, of, 


light complexion, anout 2% years of age, and 
dressed in fashionable attire. Her modesty 
and quiet manner made a favorable impression 
on the jury, amd the counsel treated her with 
gg: ocr ene! A consideration. The case developd 
the following facts: Miss Carrie resided with 
her parents at Attioa, N. Y., in September, 1879. 
At this time Edgar D. Van Slyke,a good-looking 
#1x-feoter of about 31. appeared on the scene. 
He was a solicitor of cuts and biographies for anew 
Wyoming County history,and had become generally 
known while on similar works in Chautauqua, Ni- 
agara, and other counties of New-York. He so- 
licited board at the Butterfield House, was ad- 
mitted, aud became enraptured with Miss Carrie’s 
charms. After a courtship of short duration 
he proposed, was aecepted, and the wedding day 
set in October, 1880. It appears in the evidence 
that at that time he was a married man, his wife 
residing at a small place, near Cooperstown, with 
his mother. He had begun proceedings for 
a divoree, but Carrie appears to have been un- 
aware ofthis. He had?frequently told her that he 
was free to marry any one, and her ex-: 
tensive correspondence shows that she believed 
it. After finishing his work in Wyoming’ County, , 
N. Y.,he was sent to Wyoming and ‘Luzerne 
Counties, Penn., with head-quarters at Tunk- 
hannock. At first his letters from _ this 
point were gushing and passionate, but gradually 
they weakened, and at last died ont. Miss 
Carrie continued her correspondence from first 
to last in her quiet, cool, and eonfiaing way. 
“During the Summer of 1880 his long absense seems 
to bave cooled his ardent passion, for he asked 
to become a friend in the Butterfield fam-- 
ily. This Miss Carrie would ‘not ° have 
and then it was she heard of his devoted:atten- 
tions to a handsome woman, with whom he 
had become enamored, at Tunkhannock. 
She appears to have been a woman 
of plethoric purse. Then the Butterfield family 
opened fire upon Van Slyke, and letters and, 
telegrams demanding his appearance at At- 
tica were showered upon him.

DEFIANT IRISH PLOTTERS 


THH EFFORTS 10 SECURE THEIR 
PUNISHMENT. 

EXTRADITION QUESTION AGAIN DIS- 
CUSSED—-HOW THE DYNAMITE CON- 
SPIRATORS WERE TRACED—TEE TRIALS. 

Lonvon, May 4.—-The Law Journal, after 
discussing the legal phases of the extradition 
question, draws the conclusion that if the 
United States holds that Tynan, Walsh, and 
Sheridan cannot be extradited under the ex- 
isting treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States, and if those gentlemen do not 
voluntarily surrender themselves, they may, 
after various formal writs of arrest have been 
made out and returned without having been 
satisfied, be adjudged outlaws and their 
property may be declared forfeited to the 
Crown. 

Ata conference of the members of the Irish 
Nationalist party in London it was resolved to 
organize a fund for the relief of the families 
of persons who have fied the country or have 
been, arrested in connection with murder trials 
in Ireland, and generally under the Crimes 
act. It is computed that 600 families have 
been rendered destitute by the flight or incar- 
ceration of their bread-winners. An address 


will be issued to the Irish Nationalists in 
America and the British colonies appealing 
tor contributions to the proposed fund, and 
delegates will be sent thither to set forth the 
need for speedy assistance. 

Dusiin, Mey: 4.—It is confidently stated 
here that Peter Tynan is now in London and 
is communicating with the police with a view 
of turning informer. - 

A dispatch has been received by Earl Spen- 
cer, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, announcing 
the arrest in New-York of Walsh and Sheri- 
dan.

There was a good deal of excitement in’

and John Walsh had been arrested in this 
country on extradition proceedings, but no 
foundation could be found for such state- 
meuts.

Thomas Brennan, ex-Secretary of the Land, 
League in Ireland, 

Mr. Carroll said there was no reason for 
such a statement. ‘I am not of the opinion,” 
he said, “‘that no attempt will be made to se- 
cure the extradition of the men. The 
previous attempt of the English Government 
in the case of Sheridan indicates that 
it does intend to demand the surrender of the 
men, and [ understand that about 12 others are 
likely to be demanded for the same offense as- 
charged against Sheridan, Walsh, and Tynan. 
For any one on this side of the water to say’ 
that the English Government will not 
ask for the- extradition because it 
does not think the demand will be 
granted argues ignorance of the situation.

pany, to restrain that corporation from paying, 
and the city of Philadelphia from collecting, ax 
annual tax of $2 50 per mile upon the wires of the 
cempany in this city. The tax is seught to be laid 
under an ordinance of Councils passed March 
20. <A penalty was imposed of “$50 for 
each and every day the tax shall remaiz 
unpaid after the first Monday of May.” 
This penalty the bill declares is ‘extraordinary 
and exorbitant” and ‘‘entirely disproportionate ta 
the amount of taxes sougbt to be imposed.” Tha 
3 company has been informed by the Superintesdent 
.of Potice and Fire Alarm Telegraph to make pay- 
ment of the tax, whieh wili amount upon the com: 
pany’s 78954 miles of wire in this city to $1,974 
and upward. The amount of wire includes -that 
put up by the Continental and Atlantic 
acifie Companies, which have been 
‘by «the Western Union, as well ag 
well as by the latter company itself. The 
}; tax, the bill contends, is ‘* a measure of revenué 
,merely and cannot be legally imposed on the fran< 
“ohises or the exercise of the tramchises conferred 
upon the Western Unién Telegraph Company by 
tne laws of the States of Pennsylvania and New 
York and of the United States.’ A bill was 
filed by the same attorneys on behalf of Charles 
Peck, « stoekhoider in the Matual Union Tel 
Company. to restrain that corporation from pa 
ing and the city from collecting the tax of $2 56 
per mile upon the wires of the company and an 
additional annual license of $1 each upon the poles 
‘of the company, as required by anu ordinance of 
, Jan. 6, 1881. The penalty for non-payment of the 
poll license is $50 a pole. The contentions in this 
“bill are substantially the same as those in the 
others. The Mutual Union has in this city 554 
poles and about 266 miles of wire.

REFORM THE EXCISE LAW 


_—~ 
THE CITIZENS’ COMMIT1 EE ON THR 
LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 
SUGGESTIONS FOR A NEW EXCISE BILL— 
RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE STEIN- 
WAY HALL MEETING LAST NIGHT. 

A mass-meeting of citizens was held under 
the aurpices of the Ciuurch Temperance Society, 
in Steinway Hall, last evening, to listen to the re- 
port of the committee appointed at the meeting of 
Feb. 26 on the appointment of Excise Commis- 
sioners, the confirming puwer of the Boara of 
Aldermen, and the new excise bill. ‘Steinway 
Hall was about half-filled when the Hon. John 
Jay stepped upon the platform, followed bya 
number of prominent citizens, among whom were 
the following gentlemen: Gén. Clinton B. Fisk, 
J. O. Woods, Henry E. Pellew, Joseph I. Bicknell, 
William A. Dunean, ©. C. Peck, Gen. Wager 
Swayne, ex-Judge Charles Peabody, Robert Gra- 
ham, the Rey. Dr. S; Irenwus Prime, Dr. Andrew 
H. Smith, Dr. Strong, the Rev. Dr. J. R. Daven- 
port, G. J. Mingins, J. C. Walcott, ex-Judge W. H. 
Arnoux, W. H. Wells, the Rev. W. W. Atterbury, 
and William McK. Gatchell. The audience was 
composed of the better class of people, and in- 
eluded a great many ladies. ‘ 

Circulars were distributed in the hall pointing 
ott that there aré 10,075 liquor-sellers in this City, 
while the food-sellers number only 7,326. The cir- 


cular also gave the cecupation of the 24 Aldermen, 
showing thut 11 are liquor-sellers apd 2are ex- 
liquor-sellers, while onl ijl are engaged 
in other business, and of these 2 are “ politi- 
clans.” It is by such a board, the eir- 
cular stated, that the Excise Cemih!ssioners must 
be confirmed. Mr. Jay introduced Gen. Swayne 


; as Chairman of the meeting, and he was greeted 


with applause as he stepped forward to the desk. 
Gen. Swayne madé a brief imtroductory adaress. 
The Chureh Temperance Society, be said, had 
asked the aid and sapport of a public meeting of 
citizens to assist it by means of an honest and 
efficient administration of law to rémedy as far as 
possible the evils of the present excise system, A 
committee was appointed to look into the subject, 
and the report of that committee would be pre- 
sented by its Chairman, the Hon. John Jay. 

Mr. Jay was loudly appiauded as he stepped for- 
ward. On March 6, the report stated, the eommit- 
tee had an interview with the Senate Committee 
on Cities at Albany, protested against the passage 
of the excise bill then pending, and suggested the 
insertion of clauses limiting the nuraber of saloons 
to lin 500 of the population and increasing the li- 
cense fee to Two days later the committee 
met Mayor Edson, and urged upon him the neces- 
sity of nominating men of character and ability as 
Excise Commissioners. On the same day the com- 
mittee met Excise Commissioners Mitchell, Hart, 
and Friedsam. From the written reply made by 
the Commissioners to questions put tothem by 
the committee, the latter “‘were not impressed 
with their executive ability or their estimate of 
their duties.” The report told of the questions 
put to the Police Commissioners and the answers 
received, and the committee trusted that, while its 
arguments before the Assembly committee had 
failed to produce as much effect as was desired, 
its interviews with high officers and Commissioners 
in this City had tended to engage in some gegree, 
at least, the favor and co-operation oF those 
charged with the administration of the excise 
laws, ‘‘and upon whom rests a large responsibility 
for the innumerable evils and the municipal dis- 
grace which must inevitably result from the subjec- 
tion of the public interests to the combined force 
of liquor-dealers and politicians.” 

The report spoke with satisfaction of the recent 
arrest and punishment of excise offenders, and es- 
pecially of the imprisonment of ‘““one who had 
ong defied the police and the courts,’ which had 
produced a wholesome fear among the class to 
which he belonged. “ None know better than the 
City officials,”’ the report went on, “ the extent to 
which the liquor oo is eonnected with and 
gives tone to our City politics. None probably are 
moreconscious of the contrast between the gif- 
fering civilizations presented by our City, the 
ove marked by its pre-eminence in morality, 
education, and philanthropy, in literature, 
science, and art, in commerce and finanee, 
with gigantic. industries and enterprises, exhibit- 
ing the various phases and the highest excellenc 
of modern progress; the other marked by th 
excise as now administered in the interest of the 
lignor traffic: marked by ignorance. incapacity, 
and political corruption in the municipal Govern- 
ment; by adisregard of the cleanliness of the 
streets and the comfort and health of the citi- 
zens; by waste, extravaganee, and peculation, 
which swell the taxes which the poor classes 

ay in rent, and representing the type of a 
bw, retrogressive, and inferior civilization.” 
The only City officers who approved of the exist- 
ing number of licenses as demanded by the needs 
of the City, the report continued, wére the Ex¢ise 
Commissioners, whose opinions on some points, as 
expressed in conference and in their letters, had 
seemed to reflect in no slight degreethe interests 
of the liquor-dealers. “that they are not free 
from biasin that direction is clear.’ said the re- 
port, “from the fact that no Excise Commis- 
sioner can be appointed without the confirmation 
of the Board of Aldermen, and that the liguor- 
dealers bave secured the control of that board by 
the selection of a majority of members who are 
connected with the liquor traffic, and it may be 
argued on their behalf that if their ofieial action is 
in favor of the liquor traffic it is strictly in accord 
with the motive of their appointment and 
with the desire and wishes of the Aldermen. 
This view suggests that the present evils of the ex- 
cise are not to be remedied by any excise law 
which does not secure the appointment as Excise 
Commissioners of citizens of charaeter and indo- 
pendence, who should not be subjected by the 
manner of their appointment to even a suspicion 
that they owed their — to the liquor interests 
or that they were officially bound to proteet and 
advance it.” The committee proposed to draft a 
new law in time for the people to understand its 
general principles in advance of the Au 
tumn elections,and to ascertain the views of 
the candidates of either party for office. 
The suggestion was worthy of consideration, the 
report continued, that the leaders of the reform 
movement might properly an: with advantage ask 
a conference with leading brewers and distillers of 
the City. among whom are gentlemen of well- 
known respectability and influence, with a view 
of ascertaining how far they are ready to unite 
with the popular movement for a reform of the 
present abuses. In conclusion the committee re- 
fers to the favorable tone of the press and the in- 
creasing interest in the reform movement among 
all classes. " 

After reading the report Mr. Jay said he had just 
received a letter from District Attorney MeKeon, 
in which Mr. McKeon vordiaily approved the aims 
and objects of the committee. In the proper ad- 
ministration of a proper excise law, Mr. McKeon 
wrote, was to be found the solution of the socia! 
problem. 

A resolution approving the report of the com- 
mittee and thanking it forits services was offered 
by Dr. Andrew H. Smith, who made the first ad- 
dress of the evening. Everybody, he said, must 
rejoice in the steps taken by the committee. Suc- 
cess had attended it such as the most sanguine 

had hardly dared hope for. The _ interviews 
with the Mayor and other officers had 
shown to ‘them that the sentiment of 
the best citizens would go with any 
honest attempt to carry ont the law. Dr. Smith 
spoke in terms of warm praise of the cood work 
of the Rev. Dr. Heward Crosby and the Society 
for the Prevention of Crime and of the Church 
Yemperanesé Society, and concluded with earnest 
thanks to the Citizens’ Coimnmittee for the time 
and labor they had expended in the good cause. 
The resolution offered by Dr. Smith was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The next resolution, which was spoken to py Dr. 
D. B. St. John Roosa, is as follows: — 

“That, as the undue preponderence of liquor-sellers 
ih the Board of Aldermen is detrimental to the com- 
munity, lowers the morale of the &xcise Commission- 
ers, andisabarto good and pure government; we 
hereby pledge ourselves to support a change in their 
method of election ora withdrawal of tbeir confirm- 
ing power. We pleageto Mayor Edson our support 
in any further and fuller attempt he may make to 
nominate Excise Commissioners for character and 
fitness rother than for political partisanship; and to 
the Police Commissioners, District Attorney, ani Re- 
corder in continuing their recent vigorous action to 
enforce the excise law in this city.” 

Dr. Roosa referred to the les meagre ge of 
liquor-sellers in the Board of Aldermen. and said 
that this class have a right, like every other class 
of citizens, to be fully represented, but when we 
read that a majority of the board are rum-sellers, 
and that the majority of these hold only third- 
class licenses, it is about time forthe citizens of 
New-York to srouse to a sense of their duties, 
{Applause.] ‘‘As to a chanve in the method 
of electing our Aldermen, we are. ail 
ready for that, I am sure. It is impossi- 
ble to elect 24 good and intelligent Al- 
dermen by districts where the liquor-sellers are 
so thick and powerful as they are now. A combi- 
nation of decent, law-abiding citizens to do this 
has become practieally impossible, and if the sys- 
tem of election is not changed in some way forthe 
better we shall never have a good government in 
the City.” Dr. Roosa was opposed to taking away 
the confirming power from the board, because he 
thought that no one man, however pure and boenest 
he might be, should be intrusted with the usre- 
stricted power of appointment to office. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Roosa’s address the res- 
olution was adopted, and Gen. Swayne then read 
| the next resolution, which calls on the Citizens’ 
Committee to draft a new excise bill, restricting 
| the number of saloons toa maximum of 1 to 500 

of the population, and increasing the license fee 

to a minimum of $500 for hotels’ and $250 

for lager beer saloons. Gen. Clinton B. 

Fisk spoke to this resolution, and created 

a good deal of amusement by his humorous 
| remerks and puns. “We want,” he said, 
| **thig resolution to go out from thie meeting to 
every town and hamlet in New-York State. We 
must have a new excise law embodying these 
principles; we will have such a law. |Applause.] 
In this great City, with its population of nearly 
1,250,000, there are now 10,075 licensed and ua- 
licensed saloons, or one for every 125 persons, and 
the Excise Commissioners tell us that this is 
nene too many for the business demands of the 
people. Our proposition will reduce the number 
of saloons to 2.500, and it will raise the revenue

missioners now collect, to $1,250.000. By this 
means we propose to reduce the rum shops 75 per 
cent. and iucrease the revenue 250 per gent. Surely 
every good citizen willdo ail that he ean to bring 
avout this grand consummation.””

_ Speaking ofjthe three Exotse Commissioners, 
Ar. Grabam sald he could not imagine any three 
persons in the ent'-a City who could possibly 
have a weaker idea ui the proper duties of the Ex- 
cise Commissioners than the present ineumbents. 
He warmly complimented the New-York news- 
papers upon their attitude on the excise question, 
and he felt certain that by next Fall suclba strope 
public séitimétt in favor of reform would preva 
that the present neglectful and disreputable office- 
holders would be replaced by men of greater hon- 
esty and respectability. Thetime was also coming 
when the ehurches of all denominations wouid 
feel it to be their common duty to unite and exert 
their great influence in advaneing all needed social 
reforms. The character of the majority of the 
members of the Board of Aldermen was severely 
criticized, and Mr. Graham gald that the 13 Alder- 
ten whe were said to be liquor-dealers were ‘‘ an 
incubus on the community and the body politic.” 
[Loud and prolonged appianse. ]} 

Alderman John O'Neil arose in the audience and 
said he had been falsely represented and bis char- 
acter traduced. His name had been printed on a 
handbill cireualated by the managers of the mass- 
meeting as a liquor-dealer. He said: “I never 
sold liquor in my life, and for more than 20 years 
I have not drank a drop of it. Other mén are 
also named in the handbill as liquor-dealers 
who do not sell liquor. Yot people are 
more like a secandalization society than a 
society for reform, If you would. all do 
as I do and not tonch the stuff there 
would be no need of any excise laws. What I 
want is a public retraetion of the charge that I sell 
liquor.”’ Mr. O'Neil’s remarks created some sensa- 
tion. Gen. Swayne said that the audienee would 
certainly be glad to hear from the Alderman’s 
own lips that he was not a liquor-selfer, and 
all would extend to him cordial sympathy for 
his stanch temperance principles. The ques- 
tion that agitated the people was not one 
of personal interests, however. Jt was a matter of 
principle and public policy. It was not fair for Al- 
dermen elected to represent the people to sit in 
the board and exercise their votes and infinence in 
the interest of their respective trades. There were 
fathers and mothers by the thousands whose hearts 
had been wrung by the cruel effects of the sale of 
liquor, and stich as they naturally feit indignant 
that their authorized representatives should even 
seem to favor the rum-seller's interest.

Harris Scull, of No. 44 Hester-street, pleaded 
guilty of burglary.

who sat weeping in the rear of the court-reom, 
counsel said that his client had been out of work, 
and had committed the burglary in order to pro- 
vide his sick children with the necessaries of life. 
Recorder Smyth was deeply moved, and imposed 
the lowest penalty permitted by law, one year’s 
imprisonment. The Recorder gave Court Captain 
Curry $5 to give to Secuil’s wife.

VARIED BRITISH TOPIC 


PREPARING AN HXHIBITION AND 
"THE TRIAL OF IRISHMEN. 
SOME FEATURES OF THE GREAT SHOW OF 

FISH—SYMPATHY FOR YOUNG TIM KELLY 

—BOW-STREET DISCLOSURES. P 

Lonpon, April 21.—Standing in the midst 
of the honest bustle of the Fisheries Exhibi- 
tion building at South Kensington, one cannot 
help feeling the contrast between the scene 
here and that which is attracting all eyes to 
another part of her Majesty’s dominions. 
Yesterday all the world. through its official 
representatives, was engaged in a united work 
of high civilization, each nation preparing to 
instruct the other with examples of its various 
methods of cultivating and gathering in the 
harvest of the seas. It was pleasant to pass 
out of the turmoil of political strife and wan- 
der through the vast building which London 
has erected in the shadow of the Albert Hall 
for the use of the fishing interests of the world. 
A genial Spring sunshine dwelt almost loving- 
ly upon the budding trees of the Horticultural 
Gardens and found its way into the exhibition 
departments. Wagon-loads of goods were 
being unpacked at the niain entrance; officials 
were going about with an evident sense of 
satisfaction at the rapid and successful devel- 
opment of the architectural plans; painters 
and decorators were whistling at their work: 
Americans, Canadians, Dutchmen, Swedes, 
Newfoundianders were talking together in 
groups; artists from the Celestial Empire were 
decorating their court in co-operation with 
English experts; carventers were ‘raising an 
elegant structure for the use of the Prince of 
Wales and his friends; there was a pleasant 
smell of pine shavings in the atmosphere; and 


here and there the eve fell upon some of the 
earliest exhibits, notably several boats from 
the west of Ireland, (one of them as primitive 
in its way as the coracle of the ancient Britoh,) 
the remembranee of which sends one’s thoughts 
to the scene which was enacted yesterday at 
Dublin. 

The trial of ‘‘ Tim” Kelly has evoked to the 
full those sentiments of pity which find ex- 
cuses for the tools of wily agitators, who, 
inciting others to crime, escape themselves the 
penalty of their bloody work. A Govern- 
ment that allows certain Irish members of 
Parliament to go scot free while it lays hands 
upon the ignorant and vicious instruments of 
their fiery words and defiant threats, is not 
entitled to much respect. It was the youth- 
fulness, the ey ve weakness, ard the friend- 
lessness of imethy Kelly which yes- 
terday inspired his counsel and largely 
influenced the jurymen who stood out 
against a verdict of “guilty.” Surely 
other Irishmen pausing on the  thresh- 
old of the clubs described by the dyna- 
mite informer Lynch will turn back when 
they reflect that the great men of the Land 
League, the Rossas and others, have left their 
dupes in Dublin to a miserable fate, without 
even supplying them with the assistance of 
counsel. Can it be that they credit “the 
brutal Saxon” with more honesty and virtue 
than they allow him to possess in their public 
speeches that they leave these victims of agita- 
tion to rely on the generosity of England to 
provide them with counsel for their defense ? 
Or is it on the selfish and reckless proverb of 
“the devil take the hindmost”’ that these 
secret societies swear in their foolish Lynches, 
their infamous Bradys, and their hoyish 
Kellys? Perhaps it is a judicious piece of 
, to leave the prisoners to their fate. It 

certain anyway that they could not be 
better nor more earnestly defended than 
they have been. Hardly ever has a 
more touching appeal been made to a 
Judge and jury than that which yesterday fell 
from the lips of Mr. Sullivan, the leading 
counsel acting for ‘‘'Tim” Kelly. If words 
were daggers, the informer, James Carey, 
would be pierced through and through. Mr. 
Sullivan pointed at him ‘the withering finger 
of scorn.’’ He is the crimival. His whole life 
is a lie, He is steeped to the lips in blood. And 
from first to last he has not expressed one ivta 
of contrition for his crimes, Carey, I am told, 
surveyed Mr. Sullivan with a mocking lip as 
he spoke, while Kelly watched him with boy- 
ish admiration and hopeful eyes. Nota point 
escaped the youthful prisoner. Every indication 
of emotion or feeling on the part of the jury 
was noted by him. Fromcounsel and jury his 
eyesrarely wandered, and when at the last he 
kissed his hand to some friend or acquaintance 
in the gallery, his countenance radiated with a 
sweet smile. Mr. Sullivan had done his work 
we]l to enable the prisoner to feel the ‘‘ joy of 
relief” which lighted up his face. The evi- 
dence in support of Carey’s information was 
not anything like as strong in Kelly’s case as 
in the others. There was just sufficient weak- 
ness in it to make a conscientious opponent of 
capital punishment waver. Mr. Sullivan im- 
pressed upon the jury the fact that they would 
be told by his lordship the Judge that it 
would be hazardous for them, perilous to hu- 
man liberty, dangerous to society, to act on the 
evidence of informers unsupported by indepen- 
dent and untainted evidence. What could be 
Carey’s motive, he wondered, for naming this 
young man as an actor in the terrible tragedy. 
Kelly should have been the last person, Mr. 
Sullivan suggested, to be used as an instrument 
for this dreadful purpose. He was in the 
morning of his youth. . He invited the jury to 
look upon the prisoner, young in years, weak 
in strength, and say if they did not think with 
him that the men who went forth to commit 
that awful crime in Phenix Park were per- 
sons of a very different stamp from Timothy 
Kelly. There was an audible murmur of sym- 
pathy in court as the learned and eloquent 
counsel drew his closing picture of the prison- 
er’s weakness and defenselessness, even de- 
pendent upon the mercy of the court to 
provide him with a lawyer in his dire need. 
The evidence in support of an alibi had points 
in it that were sufficient for the jury to doubt 
whether they could say for certain that Kelly’s 
presence in the park on the fatal 6th of May 
had been truly and definitely established. 
Finally they were discharged and the prisoner 
held for retrial on Monday. Kelly’s member-' 
ship of the ‘‘Invincibles,” his active alliance 
with Brady, Curley, and others were suffi- 
ciently shown, but thogreputting evidence as 
to his share in the actual murder of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and burke was, as I have 
already said, quite enough for anti-capital- 
punishment men to feel justified in giving him 
the benefit of their smallest doubts, 

Tbe scene in the streets adjacent to the 
Court-house which followed the discharge of 
the jury indicates the strong feeling which ex- 
ists, not simply in favor of Kelly, but for the 
entire body of the so-called ‘‘ Invincibles.”’ It 
isa common thing in all cases where mur- 
derers are approaching their end for soft- 
hearted people of all classes to forget the vic- 
tims who have been ‘‘done to death” in their 
horror at the taking of another life, and in 
Irelarid itis a national characteristic among 
the poor to shirk every possible duty, in the 
way of evidence that is calculated to bring a 
feliow-creature to the gallows, But there 
is something more apparent in _ the 
demonstration of yesterday than under- 
lies this mere instinct of ‘‘a tellow 
feeling’ for men in the grip of offended 
justice, It evinces an ingrained hostility 
to Governments in general and to that of Eng- 
land in particular, while it ignores all the logic 
of the situation, which should take into ac- 
count that if the prisoners on trial are Irish- 
men, so are the Judge, jurors, lawyers, and 
counsel lrish. As soon as it became known 
outside the court that the jury could not agree 
upon a verdict wild cheers were given for the 
prisoner by thousands of people, who rushed 
pell-mell toward the building, only, however, 
to be held in check by ahandful of police.

Nevertheless, it is very plain that Bir- 
mingham has had a narrow escape from 
the chances of Whitehead’s laboratory blow- 
ing up; that passengers by railway 
trains thence to London have been running the 
risk of Whitehead’s rubber bags of nitro-gly- 
cerine exploding in the midst of them, and 
that more than one London street, with its 
crowds of inhabitants, has been in serious 
jeopardy. There has been a good deal of wild 
talk, ifis true, and the Observer sent a thrill 
through many a timid household the other 
Sunday morning when it came out with enor- 
mous head-lines, ‘‘ Attempt to Blow up Lon- 
don.” At the most, if the combined explosions 
evidently planned by the miscreants had taken 
place, a few streets would have been wrecked 
and possibly a few hundreds of lives would 
have been lost. This would have been 
bad enough; but the morbid fancy runs riot 
when it suggests anything like the possibility 
of the most perfect and successful army of 
fiends being able to ‘‘ blow up London.” No- 
body doubts the truth of the story of the in- 
former Lynch. It carries conviction in its 
simple circumstantiality: the manner of the 
man is truthful, and it will not be difficult to 
support and corroborate the strong points 
that tell against the prisoners. y, in- 
deed, indorsement of some of them is 
coming by cable to the morning pers. 
The Standard correspondent cables the stir- 
ring words of Judge Noah Davis at the Jewish 
meeting, and there is a growing opinion that 
the time is not far distant when all civilized 
governments will enter into alliance against 
assassinations either by knife or dynamite, 
whatever the pretense of its justification mav 
be. It should have some significance for the 
plotters themselves that they are denounced 
more strongly by- their own countrymen and 
by their best-friends, the Americans, than 
even here by Englishmen themselves. Says 
Mr. Richard Pigott, late proprietor of The 
Irishman and Flag of Ireland, in his “ Per- 
sonal Recollections of an Irish National Jour- 
nalist.”’ 

“Legitimate, manly, open, and fearless agita- 
tion, which honestly means to assist and not ob- 
struct the Government in passing remedial 
measures, is what is wanted, the only thing want- 
ed—not the selfish, unutterably mean, and alto- 
gether cowardly system, working by terrorism, 
the offspring of murder and outrage, which is now 
relied upon—not to obtain redress, but to prevent 
it, in order that social strife and anarehy may be 
maintained. There is now no excuse forsuch a 
system. Formerly the rulersof this country re- 
quired striking effeets before they could be got to 
move, They are moving now in Ireland’s cause, 
and the only obstacle is Ireland herselt. In 
Heaven’s name let us at least meet them haif way; 
let us give them a fair chance. We are said to be 
a justice-loving people. Why will we not do them 
justice?. We have only to do that and we need not 
fear the result.” wr 

This is the conviction of an Irish agitator, no 
informer seeking to save his neck, who de- 
clares that the tenorists do not wish for a 
prosperous Ireland—that they promote an- 
archy for their own private ends. Those who 
know the parties on both sides of the Atlantic 
credit the so-called Irish-American conspira- 
tors under Rossa with no higher aim than to 
get money. There are, however, among the 

naves men who believe that in joining the 
Rossa faction they are in some vague kind of 
way helping Ireland, just as Lynch thought 
when a fellow-workman induced him to join 
the Emerald or some other club, thé wire- 
pullers of which seat him on a Quixotic mis- 
sion to this country. He has saved himself 
probably a lifelong exile from mother and 
sister, a heart-breaking imprisonment, by 
turning informer and strehgthening the bonds 
which bind his silly comrades. 

It is a strange world, this world of London! 
Nothing appears to affect it. If the ‘‘ dyna- 
miters’’ had wrecked a half-dozen streets the 
police and, perhaps, a few military engineers, 
would have been sent to clear them, carrying 
away the dead for inquisition and the wounded 
to the hospitals. Thousands, yes millions, in 
this metropolis would bave known nothing of 
it until the next morning, and the great 
city would never have paused in its gen- 
erat work. Yesterday and to-day I have 
been in the Fisheries Exhibition Building. 
Nobody there said a word about 
Dublin or Bow-street; neither the trial of 
Kelly nor the disclosures of Lynch were men- 
tioned; a stranger from a foreign land might 
have thought England had nota trouble, and 
that London, as represented by Kensington, 
was the capital of some ‘‘happy valley.” 
Although a lot of work was being done, there 
was no rush, no confusion. On all sides men 
laboved as if under the influence ofa big re- 
sponsibility and a sense of being engaged in an 
undertaking of great magnitude. They remind- 
ed one of the carpenters, painters, and scene- 
shifters getting ready fora premiére. A con- 
sciousness of success pervaded the entire 
crowd, and everybody I spoke to, Englishman

Netherlands. The Chinese are first in the field. 
They are erecting a pagoda and building a cu- 
rioug bridge. In the United States depart- 
ment an extensive array of cases are in posi- 
tion, and exhibits are daily expected from the 
docks, where they are being unloaded. The 
British section wiil contain many private col- 
lections of strange fishas and things. Lord 
Walsingham is lending 1,200 specimens of live 
fish for the tanks. The Zoological Societv 
will contribute many birds and animals that 
live upon fish. The Marquis of Exeter’s fa- 
mous skeleton whale has already been set up in 
the grounds. A number of fish are swimming 
about in the aquarium. The show is to be 
made popular in the widest and best sense of 
the term. On three nights a week it will be 
open until 10 o'clock specially for the work- 
ing men. The display of electric lights will be 
asplendid exhibition in itself. The exhibits 
from Canada weigh 600 tons, Yesterday a 
very remarkable consignment arrived from 
Nerway. <A free fish market and cheap fish 
dinners will be among the other attractive 
features, and in addition to the Fisheries Ex- 
hibition visitors will find open deors to the 
adjacent museums of art, and industrial and 
natural history treasures that crowd the su- 
perb galleries of South Kensington.

PROF, PUTNAM’S IMPORTANT ARCHaOLEGL 
CAL DISCOVERIES IN OIG. 


The annual meeting of the Boston Society o& 
Natural History was held last evening at the soei- 
ety’s building. A highly interesting statement waa 
made by Prof. F. W. Putnam, Curator of the Pea- 
body Museum of Hervard University, concerning 
his recent explorations of certain mounds in the 
Ohio Valley. The subject was illustrated by draw 
ings hung upon the wall and by photographs. 


These explorations, in which he was assisted 
Dr. C. L. Metz, of Madisonville, Obio, were aa 
last year, and were restricted to one particula: 
mound-field o. tract upon the borders of the Littl 
Miami River, in Madisonville, about 20 miles from 
Jincinnati. It is to be regarded a3 one of the 
felicities of the event—for the work and its results 
constitute an event in the full significance 
the word—tiat, buing situated so near to one 
the great cities of the land, it has happened 
that no persons impelled by mere idle curiosity 
have hitherto dug into these mounds in a random 
Wway,and thus practically destroyed them in re- 
spect to their special value to the archxologist. 
he excavations now made were conducted upon 
the most approved methods of science. No 
worthy of notice escaped observation an: 
record, and every relic has been carefully pre- 
served for scientific purposes. In the brief dia- 
cussion which followed the Professor's statement, 
one of the members of the society declared tha 
results thus reached to be the most important 
discovery yet made in American archeology. Sey- 
eral of these mounds were what are called “altaz 
mounds,” and in these the valuable ahd instructive 
relies were found. These, in number and 
were sufficient in themselves, if none others had 
ever been. found to give a very oa of tye fag 


almost be said comprehensive, idea of ci 
tion or the social state of the ancie t mound- 
builders, Among other things found were artt- 
cles of personal adornment, sueh as ear-rings of 
pearl and bracelets of metal. The precise ad- 
vance of the art of working metals is thus dis- 
elosed. The metals had been wrought by ham- 
mering the ore. Molten work was beyond the 
skill, or rather the knowledge, of the artificer. The 
metals were iron, copper, silver, and gold. This ig 
the first time gold has been found ia the mounds, 
The gold, and in some instances, the silver, was 
used for plating an inferior metal, being hammered 
thin and clinched at the edges. Most significant of 
all, perhaps, was a little statuette, which not onl 
presented the human form ina shapely, it might 
almost be said artistic, contour, but showed alsa 
the ear-riangs and the drapery of the waist, which 
were fashionable in the American prehistoric times. 
Some of these relics must originally have come 
from the Florida coast, from Lake Superior, and 
from the Rocky Mountains, indicating thus eithes 
extensive migration or intercommanication. The 
indications are that cremation of the dead was 
racticed by these natives, and that an altar mound 
8 significant of some great saerificiai ceremony, 
and that these trinkets and relics, some of which 
rtained to the useful arts, represented an offer- 
ng on the part of these people equivalent, in com 
parison with our scale of values, to h a 
thousands of dollars. :

he breathed easier, and congratulated himself for 
a while on what he supposed nothing short of an 
escape from death. On reaching the surrace giant 
powder was brought into requisition, and used un: 
til it was thought the last rat had been destroyed, 
Strange enough, when he descended into the shaft 
again he found only three dead rats at the bottom, 
The rest had evidently found exit through um 
known crevices leading to the surface or into dis 
tant caves which they had not used before, and 
had discovered only by prospecting in their emer 
gency for a means of escape. The miners say that 
they were occupied an entire day in hauling up old 
bones, rats’ nests,and other débris that the rats 
had brought in from the tunnels and other places 
on the hill, which had been accumulated by them 
for the three years during which the shaft was 
abandoned. It is something singular that there 
should be such a swarm of these large rats—regu: 
lar old time wharf rats—in a mine near by us, whez 
there is not. a rat to be seen anywhere in the wholf 
town of Eureka.

ANTICS OF A NEVADA SPOUTING SPRING, 
From the Virginia (Nev.) Enterprise. 

At times the springs at Steamboat develep 
geysers of a grand character. In the Spring of 
1860 there was at Steamboat a spring that spouted 
onee in about eight hours. This spring had an 
opening about 3 feet in diameter and some 
9 feet deep, It looked like a small well When 


ae, the bottom seemed to be dry sand. Nota « 
rop of water was to be seen. An hour or two be- 

fore the spouting time of the spring cameona 
commotion began to be sten. A rumbling was 
heard in the depths, the ground for 50 feet about 
the cavity began shaking, and then boiling water, 
foaming and white as milk, eame up throughs the 
sand and surged toward the top of the well-like 
hole. It would foam up to within two feet of the 
top; then in an instant there would be a back 
draft or suction, and the water would all recede 
and pass outof sight through the sand. In half e 
minute. however, it would return and surge up te 
near the surface. of the ground. After three o1 
four such upward charges there* would be a tre 
mendous rumbling and shaking of the earth, when, 
in an instant, a column of water 3 feet iz 
diameter would be spouted 50 feet into the air, 
With the water—which looked white as milk as if 
shot up—came a vast deal of steam, which, burst. 
ing out at the head of the column of water, rolled 
away in volumes that hid all the landseape in 
front. Apparently it was the vast amount 
of pént-up steam that gave the column 
of water its white appearance. After spout- 
ing steadily for an hour, the stream of water 
gradually lowered and became thin,’ biue mud, 
which did not rise five feet above the surface. In 
afew minutes the fiow of mud ceased, and then 
the spring became dry and dead. ‘his spouting 
spring presently, through one of its grand efforts, 
burst through into an adjoining spring that had a 
large crevice or cavity, and at once it ceased ta 
spout—it had found vent. Afterward there broke 
out a spring some 8 inches in diameter, whick 
spouted every three hours, throwing a column o! 
water some 60 feet into the air. This was in 1863 
In a short time, however, this found some side 
vent or cavity and eeased to spout. The wells o1 
holes that newly break out are, as a rule, the ones

BETWEEN A BLAST AND THE APACHES, 
From the Tombstone (Arizona) Dpitaph. 

John Lyons, a well-known citizen of this 
county, on Friday Jast, while at work in the shaft 
of his mine near Tres Alamos, hed just putin a 
blast and lighted the fuse, when, on reaching the 
top of the shaft, he beheld four mounted Apaenes 
rapidly approaching. As they saw him emerge 
they increased their pace, and tneir fiendish yells 
relieved Mr. Lyons of all doubt as to their intem 
tions toward himself. Foran instant he was para 


lyzed with terror. Being entirely unarmed, resist 
ance was not to be thought of, while eseape by 
flight was equally impossible. His first impulse 
was to hurl himself into the shaft and be blown te 
atoms by the explosion of the blast rather than 
perish miserably at the hands of the remorseless 
fiends who had him at their meroy. These 
refiections occupied only a moment's time, 
but the Apaches were almost upon him, 
Suddenly, with the instinct of despair, 
Mr. Lyons threw himself behind a pile of rook 
close at hand, and at the same instant the blast at 
the bottom of the shaft exploded with terrific 
effect, throwing a shower of rock and débris high 
in the air, which was followed by a dense volume - 
of smoke roiling up from the shaft. The Indians. 
who were now sure of their victim, halted a mo 
ment at the unexpected, and to them mysterious, 
eruption, then witha yell, not of triumph, but ol 
rage mingled with terrer, wheeled their horses and 
galloped off in the direction whence they came 
dir, Lyons could at first scarcely realize that be 
had escaped almost miraculously from a horrible 
death, but assoon as he had reeovered from his 
amazement departed for Tres Alamos, meeting on 
the road a party of neighbors going out to search 
for his remains, they having seex the Indians head- 
ing in the direction of the mine, and not doubting 
that Mr. Lyons had fallen a victim of savage 
ferocity.

THE STAR ROUTE ARGUMENT. 

WASBINGTON, May 4.—Mr. Bliss began the 
fifth day of his address to the jury in the star 
route trial this morning. In speaking of S. W. 
Dorsey he |Bliss} asserted that the proof was con- 
slusive that he had engaged in the mail business 
while in the Senate, and that the whole scheme 
bad originated in his fertile brain.

agreement in regard to the time I could be allowed 
to remain there. Itis my intention to start to- 
morrow morning in pursuit of the savages in ac- 
cordance with the treaty.

At the date of his dispatch Gen. Crook wasin the 
extreme south-eastern corner of Arizona, at the 
point of contact of Mexico and the Territories of 
‘Arizona and New-Mexico. From this point the 
Sierra Madre range of mountains extends in a 
south-easterly direction, and along these moun- 
tains the hostiles ere supposed to be making their 
way. Owing to their familiarity with the mountain 
fastnesses the task of discovering and dislodging 
them will be attended with difieulty and uncertain- 
ty. After conferring*with Gen. Sherman Secretary 
Lincoln decided that it was unnecessary to tele- 
‘raph any further instuuetions to Gen. Crook.

THE TITLE TO OPHIR FARM. 

In March, 1871, Ben Holladay, the million- 
aire mail contractor, conveyed to his wife the fine 
farm in Westqhester County known as ‘Ophir 
Farm.” Mrs. Holladay made a will bequeathing 
the farm to her husband, in case he survived her. 
The will was made in accordance with an 
agreement between her and her husband that 
it should be made as a condition of 


the deed of the farm. In 1873 Mrs. Holladay mage 
a new will, revoking the former one and ueath- 
ing the farm toher children, On her death, soon 
afterward, both wills were presented to the Sur- 
rogate of Westehester County. He rejeeted the 
second on the ground that Mrs. Holladay was men- 
tally incompetent at the time she made it, and be 
admitted the first to probate. Mr. Holladay again 
took possession of Ophir Farm and mortgaged it 
for $100,000 to the Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
of which sum he used $40,000.to clear away the 
other incumbrances upon the property. The Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company was compelled to 
foreciose its mortgage and to buy in the farm. 
The children of Mrs. Holladay continued to assert 
title to the farm under her will. To set their 
elaims at rest rm to remove the cloud from its 
owa title, the life insurance company sued these 
porsons in the Supreme Court. The case was tried 
in Special Term, before Judge Van Vorst, who yes- 
terday rendered a decision in favor of the plaintiff, 
holding that the agreement between Holladay and 
his wife was valid; that the will made by the lat- 
ter in aecordanee with it was elearly irrevocable, 
and that the former's rights could not be defeated 
by the second will.

REWARDING PERILOUS SALVAGE. 

Judge Brown yesterday rendered a decision 
in the United States District Court in favor of the 
libelants in the action of John H, Starin and 
another against the bark Cyclone for salvage for 
rescuing the bark and her cargo of several hundred 
barrels of naphtha from a fire at Pratt’s oil docks, 
Brooklyn, on Aug. 8, 1880, Fire broke out on the 
bark Nictau. The Cyclone was moored sonear ber 
that she also caught fire. The Captain of the 


Cyolone called in rain for assistance to several 
smnall steamers that were passing. The tugs Levy 
and Pureell, which had fim spparatus on beard, 
subsequently hauled the Cyclone into the stream 
and extinguished the fire. The value of the vessel 
as saved was appraised at $7,500, and the naphtha, 
which was uninjured, at $6,553. Judge Brown, in 
his decision, said there were two circumstances in 
the case which were well-recognized grounds for 
enhancing salvage reward. First, the extremity of 
the danger of the Cyclone and the necessity of im- 
mediate relief, and, seeond, the persona! hazard 
whieh attended the service, owing to the inflam 

mable and explosive charaeter of the cargo in her 
hold and its exposed condition, the hatches being 
all open. But for timely assistance of the tugs 
there was no reason to suppose the Cyclone would 
have esca entire loss. Judge Brown, after cit- 
ing several cases, decided that an award of 15 per 
cent. should be paid by the ship upon her value as 
appraised and of 25 per cent. by the owners of the 
cargo upon its appraised value, amounting in all 
to $2,863 25.

Great care was taken to 
load the Africa so that the cargo would not 
shift in case a heavy storm should be 
experienced. Seager Brothers. the agents of the 
Carr Line here, say that they have still some slight 
hopes that the Afriea will turn up. A cable dis- 
patch from Hamburg announces that the vessel 
has probably teen lost. She was launched in the 
yard of Stehen & Son, on the Clyde, in December. 
1879. Her dimensions were: Length, 261 feet; 
bremdth of beam, 3346 feet. and depth of hold, 22 
feet. She measured 1,494 tens gross and 962 tons 
net. She was built of iren, and her hoid was divid- 
ed into five water-tight comparsnents.

Pork was weak in the 
first half of the session, declining 1244 cents per 
barrel, but recovered, and closed 10 cents 
above the latest prices of Thursday, at $19 Go 
for May and $19 90 for July, with the most strength 
inthe more deferred futures. Lard was steady 
from the start, and closed uv at an advance of 10 
eents on the near futures, at $11 86 for May and 
$11 90 fer June.

BUFFALO HOUSES AND A NEW-YORE 
FIRM JOINTLY EMBARRASSED. 

Keports were received in this City yester- 
day tothe effect that the well-known house of 
George & Thomas Farthing, distillers, of Buffalo, 
had become embarrassed,and had involved the 
firms of H: T. Gillett & Sons, wholesale liquor-deal- 
ers, of Buffalo; Sherman Brothers & Co., dealers 
in cement, of Buffalo, and Sherman, Howe & Co., 
grain and flour, of No. 1il Broad-street, in this 
City. It was stated that the paper of G. & T. 
Farthing fora large amount had gone to protest 
on the 3d of April, and had not yet been provided 
for. It was thought that the firm had a large 


amount of 
to cover liabilities if the firm is granted an exten- 
sion. The business has been éstablished many 
yeara. George Farthing died Nov. 30, 1881, but the 
estate continued his interest therein, his brother 
Thomas Managing the business. it was under- 
stood that they bad $150,000 invested in the busi- 
uess, and at much more in good available prop- 
erty, including the distillery. 

The business of H. T. Gillett & Son, wholesale 
liquor-dealers, reported embarrassed through G. & 
T. Farthing, is owned by Mrs. Joha C. Guenther, a 
Caughtér of the senlor partner. She was estimated 
to be worth from $50,000 to $75,000, largeiy in real 
estate. 

Sherman Brothers & Co., dealers in cement, of 
Buffalo, are partners in the firm of Sherman, Howe 
& Co., commission flour and grain, of No. 1il 
Broad-street, New-York, and also in the firm of 
Sherman, Weeks & Co., manufacturers of cement, 
of No. ill Broad-street and at Rondout, N. Y. 
They are also the owners of the Buffalo Trans- 

ortation and Warehouse Company, whose office 
u New-York is at No. 111 Broad-street. At the 
office of Sherman, Howe & Co. it was ad- 
mitted entender that this. firm and Sher- 
man Brothers & Co, were temporarily embarrassed 
through G. & T. Farthing, but they expected to get 
paid in full for their claims againat the latter firm. 
Mr. Farthing was supposed to have enough rea! es- 
tate unineumbered to pay all his debts. Sherman 
Brothers & Co. bad sold grain to Mr. Farthing for 
his distillery, taking his notes in payment, which 
had been indorsed by Sherman Brothers & Ce. and 
discounted. Mr. Parthing had beeu so slow of late 
in his payments that Sherman HKrothers & Co. de- 
termined to stop indorsing for him. His notes in- 
dorsed by the firm had gone to protest, but for 
how large ab amount wag not known bere, as the 
financial accounts were kept at Buffalo. It was 
also said that Sherman, Weeks & Co. and the Bnf- 
falo Transportation and Warehouse Company 
were not embarrassed. 

From another source it was learned that Sher- 
man Brothers & Co. hold the paper of G. & T, 
Farthing fora large amount, and their future 
would depend upon the result of the examination 
of Mr. Farthing’s books. The latter had a peculiar 
way of doing business, carried most of it in bis 
head, was very careless iu his methods, and prob- 
ably made more paper than he was aware of and 
Was not prepared to meet it. He could, no doubt, 
have raised money, but ke was averse to putting a 
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| mortgage on his property.

vailed throughout the session of the Legisla- 
ture was rudely ruptured at the very close. 
There was an accumulation of spoils created 
by the united party which remained to be 
listributed, and the Tammany Senators 
were amazed to find themselves counted out 
when the final list of appointments was 
sent in by the Governor. In the long 
array of names for Harbor-masters, Port 
Wardens, Commissioners of Survey, and the 
rest they were unable to find a single friend 
of the big chieftain. They were all ‘‘ hung 
up” with Murra in the committees and 
there left. ‘There seems to be a serious 
question as to whether there is any way out 
of the difficulty, so far as Harbor-masters 
are concerned, except in calling an extra 
session of the Senate, but itis doubtful if 
even then the wrath of Tammany can be 
placated, especially after the severe lecture 
which the Governor saw fit to adminster 
upon the failuretoconfirm Murrna. There 
is a row in the Democratic camp, which 
‘ shows distinctly that the only harmony that 
can be had with Ke_uy must be cemented 
with spoils. 


The passage of the Civil Service bill was 
promptly followed by the appointment and 
immediate-confirmation of the three Com- 
missioners-provided for. They are ANDRzEw 
D. Wurtz, President of Corne!l University 
and ex-Minister to Germany, a Republican 
and a well-known friend of the reform; Mr. 
Aveustus ScHOONMAKER, ex-Attorney- 
General and at one time a candidate for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, a Democrat of the 
better sort, and Henry A. Ricnmonp, of 
Buffalo, a man in whom the Governor has 
the utmost confidence, and apparently with 
goodreasons. As Mr. CLEVELAND has here- 
tofore declared himself in favor of carrying 
out the reform in good faith in this State, it 
is to be presumed that he feeis assured that 
these Commissioners will do their best to 
give the new law all the effect that it is ca- 
pable of producing. While it is not free 
from defects, it can be made by Commis- 
sioners who are in earnest to work very 
beneficial results. 


Owing to the conflicting interests of the 
star route defendants, it was difficult even 
in the first trial for their legal representa- 
tives to act in harmony with each other in 
accordance with a common plan of defense. 
The result of the first trial and the subse- 
quent confession of Rerpeii made it still 
more difficult for them to agree. Itis not 
surprising that they have decided not to ad- 
dress the jury. One lawyer could not pre- 
sent the most plausible theory in defense 
of ‘his client without assailing one or more 


of the othe: defendants. For example, 
counsel cannot plead that Gen. Brapy was 
deceived by the affidavits of the contractors 
without admitting that the affidavits were 
fraudulent. There are many indications 
that inability to agree upon a common the- 
ory of defense has led these gentlemen to 
agree to be silent. Their refusal to address 
the jury can be explained in no other way. 
—_—_—_————_ 

The descent made by the United States 
authorities upon private mail-carriers in 
this City yesterday will provoke much 
discussion and some host le criticism. But 
the statute bearing upon the subject is very 
explicit, and its intention, upon examina- 
tion, will appear sufficiently just. It is for- 


 bidden to private conpanies to organize and 


maintain a regular mail service over routes 
occupied by the Post Office Department. 
If a private mail service were thus kept on 
City routes and other lines which could 
be cheaply maintained, it would be impossi- 
ble for the Government to carry mail 
matter at present rates to distant portions 
of the country. The law of general average 
enables the United States mail service to be 
very nearly self-sustaining. The District 
Messenger companies do not carry letters or 
packets over any post route ‘‘ by regular 
trips at stated periods.’’ Moreover, they do 
not underbid the mail service. They carry 
special messages at special rates. The pri- 
vate mail-carriers not only transgressed the 
law, underbid the Government, and reduced 
the revenue of the Post Office Department, 
but they offered temptation to dishonestly 
inclined employes, who, intrusted with their 
employer’s mails, sent them by private ex- 
press and pocketed the difference between 
the cost of the private stamps and the post- 
age stamps. 

It is not easy to understand why the at- 
tempt to enforce the law against selling adul- 
terated teas should cause excitement and 
even censure. The adulteration of articles 
that enter into the daily consumption of our 
people has become so common that the pu 
rity and genuineness of food and drink are 
constantly in doubt. The stuff that comes 
from France as wine and brandy, and from 
China as tea, may be cited as among the worst 
and most notorious adulterations. Congress 
finally passed a law authorizing the official 
examination of teas, with the intention of le- 
galizing the sale of the genuine artiticle and 
the condemnation of fraudulent prepara- 
tions. Jt is well known that teas which 
have been steeped, or exhausted, or have 
been painted and colored with China clay, 
gypsum, Prussian blue, and other mineral 
substances, have been brought to this coun- 
try and sold. Under the new law some of 
these villainous compounds have been seized 
and their sale prohibited. Whereupon it is 
loudly complained that these teas are no 
worse than those sold for many years in the 
market without complaint. This is undoubt- 
edly true, but the law forbidding their sale 
is only about two months old. 


In the matter of the accused Police Cap- 
tains nothing has yet been done, as there is 
a plentiful lack of “‘ official information” in 
all quarters. As soon as official informa- 
tion is received the Police Commissioners 
will proceed to investigate the Police Cap- 
tains. Singularly enough, nobody seems to 
know when and by whom there will be an 
investigation of the Commissioners, 


THE LEGISLATURE OF 1883. 


The session of the Legislature which came 
to a close last night was in some respects the 
most discreditable with which the State has 
been afflicted for many years. The tidal 
wave of last Fall gave the Democrats such a 
majority in the Assembly that they were 
able to work their will with the ques- 
tions that came before that body. But 
not content with their normal voting 
strength, they resorted to every pos- 
sible device to render the opposition help- 
less. Rules were abrogated or modified, 
arbitrary and unfair rulings of the Chair 
were frequently resorted to, and the ‘‘gag’’ 
was constantly applied to facilitate partisan 
purposes with a reckless disregard of the 
rights of the minority. The customary res- 
olutions complimenting the Speaker were 
adopted on the motion of Mr. Rooss- 
VELT, who had gained the title to the 
leaderssip of the minority, but it is 
certain that Me, CHaprn left the chair with 
far less reputation for independence and 
fairness than he enjoyod when he assumed 
it. He remarked that the Legislature had 
been ‘‘ subjected to the criticism of a sin- 
gularly execting pubiic sentiment.’’ This 
is very true, and the existence of the senti- 
ment is a far more hopeful sign than the 
reckless indifference to its mandates which 
was dispseyed by the majority in the Legis- 
lature. The Senate, with its narrow Demo- 
cratic majority, exhibited @ partisanship 
quite as intense and purblind as that which 
prevailed in the lower branch, and the 
Lieutenant-tovernor fairly outdid the 
Speaker in his subserviency to the dictates 
of party interest. 


The record of the session is distinguished 
quite as much for what was not done as for 
what was accomplished. ‘The good meas- 
ures can be very briefly summed up. 
Among these are to be reckoned the Civil 
Service Reform bill, which the Democrats 
strove in vain to escape; the Primary Elec- 
tion bill, the act looking to the rescue 
of Niagara Falls fram the  sharp- 
ers, agd the bill for the regula- 
tion of Receivership proceedings. The 
establishment of a commissiow for the deter- 
mination of claims against the State is a 
measure of dubious merit, as the existing 
tribunals might easily Aave attended to this 
business. ‘The Capitol Commission act was 
inspired by partisanship, but was not wholly 
devoid of merit. The bill displacing the 
Emigration Commissien was a good one, but 
was rendered nugatory for a year by a di- 
vision of the majority in the Senate over the 
spoils which it was supposed to involve. 


The vecord of failures and of partisan 
jobbery is a much longer one. Among the 
loudest promises of the Democracy during 
the canvass of last year was that which gave 
assurance of home rule for cities and re- 
form in the municipal administration of 
New-York. How wretchedly the subject 
has been paltered with we need not remind 
our readers. A more contemptible exhibition 
of incapacity and demagogism combined 
could not be coneeiwed than the pottering 
over the subiect of nrison reform which 


ak 


finally resulted in the passage of a bill to 
submit to the people the question of abolish- 
ing the contract labor system. The Aque- 
duct bill, which is intended to make a huge 
political job of a great public work, was 
perhaps the crowning disgrace of the session. 
The reapportionment act was a partisan ger- 
rymander. The Excise bill for New-York 
and Brooklyn is in the interest of 
liquor-sellers and a menace to good 
order and morality in those cities. 
The General Surface Railroad bill is a speci- 
men of the jobbery which invariably met 
with favor at the hands of the majority. 
The prevailing influences of the session are 
well illustrated in the defeat of such meas- 
ures as that for reducing pilots’ fees and 
that for the regulation of elevator charges, 
while such schemes as the Storm King 
bridge and such petty jobs as that relating 
to the publication of the Court of Appeals 
reports were put through by a party vote. 


Fortunately, the last day of the session, 
while disgracefully boisterous and disor- 
derly, was not characterized by any un- 
usual success in carrying through jobs. 
The minority should be credited with a high 
degree of vigilance, ability, and good sense 
throughout the session, and Messrs. Roosr- 
VELT and Hower, of this City, are deserving 
of especial commendation for the fidelity 
with which they fought against parti- 
san schemes and corrupt jobbery. Mr. 
Van ALLEN ably seconded their efforts, 
and greatly improved upon his record 
of the previous session. An ‘exacting pub- 
lic sentiment”’ has not been wholly without 
effect, and the mischief actually done falls 
far short of that attempted. Butthe Demo- 
crats have made such a bad record that the 
people can hardly fail to realize the futility 
of all hopes of reform from that quarter. 
They should be more than ever’ impressed 
with the importance of selecting only honest 
and high-minded men for law-makers. The 
choice of a respectable Legislature should be 
the main issue at the next election. 


RETALIATION IN COMMERCE. 


Although it has been plainly shown that | 


Mr. Sareent, our Minister at Berlin, did 
not urge his Government to prohibit the im- 
portation of some of the products of Ger- 
many in retaliation for the German Govern- 
ment’s decree forbidding the importation of 
American pork, yet it is true that representa- 
tives of the United States in other countries 
have suggested, in official communications, 
that our Government should take such a 
course. Mr. THomas Wixson, our Consul 
at Nantes, has made several very inter- 
esting and valuable reports concerning 
the adulteration of French wines and 
the origin of the French pork decrees, 
and has favored the use of reprisals. 
“If I were a statesman, as I am not,” 
wrote Mr. Witson in a report forwarded 
two or three months ago, “I should not 
seek for any such articles as would afford 
the excuse of unhealthfulness to justify the 
prohibition, but would choose one without 
any such cause, and prohibit its importation, 
caHing it a reprisal, and placing it squarely 
on the ground of retaliation for the unjust 
prohibition of the importation of an equally 
healthful article of food from the United 
States into France.’’ It is possible, how- 
ever, that if he were a statesman, Mr. W1L- 
son would do nothing of the kind. 


That the prohibitory decrees against 
American pork were issued in France in 
response to the French pork producers’ ap- 
peals for protection seems to have been 
shown by Mr. Wriison. These producers 
declared again and again through the Cham- 
ber of Commerce at Nantes, in official let- 
ters addressed to the French Tariff Commis- 
sion and the Minister of Commerce, that 
American pork was driving French pork out 
of the market. They could no longer sell 
their. pork in French colonies, they said, 
and they were undersold at home. The do- 
mestic pork industry was dying, and noth- 
ing could save it, in their opinion, except a 
prohibitory duty ur out-and-out prohibition. 
They showed that the prices of American 
pork and lard were from 238 to 28 per cent. 
lower than the prices of French pork 
and lard, although a protective duty was 
then collected upon the imported articles. 
The commission and the Chambers did not 
yield to these arguments, but the Minister of 
Commerce did yield, and prohibited Ameri- 
can pork upon the ground that it was dan- 
gerous to public health, a pretext which 
careful investigation here and abroad has 
shown to be flimsy indeed. It also appears 
that the price of American hams in Ger- 
many was 22 per cent. lower than the price 
of domestic hams before the promulgation 
of the German decree. ‘There are many 
trustworthy indications, therefore, that the 
decrees in both countries were issued in be- 
half of a few home producers and without 
regard for the interests of the people. 


This Nation ought not to resort to methods 
of petty revenge simply because France and 
Germany have made economic blunders 
which thousands ot consumers in both 
countries have already denounced. The fact 
that two European nations have raised the 
price of the working man’s meat by barring 
out American pork would not serve as an 
excuse for our Government if it should, by 
what is called retaliation, withhold from 
consumers in the United States those foreign 
goods which they are now buying. Let the 
prohibitory decrees of France and Germany 
run their course. When consumers in those 
countries fully understand that Ameri- 
can pork is as wholesome as_ the 
pork of any other country they will not 
submit quietly to the tax imposed upon 
them. And we do not need to force our 
products upon foreign nations, They will 
not go begging fora market. But if such 
reprisals as have been suggested cannot be 
defended, this Government may very prop- 
erly protect its people by making and en- 
forcing laws against the sale of adulterated 
articles of food and drink and of clothing col- 
ored by poisonous dyes. Letsuch articles be 
analyzed and their real nature exposed. If 
France is sending us ‘‘ doctored’’ and poison- 
ous wines, or if Germany is sending us 
poisonous hosiery, or if our own manufac- 
turers are sinning in like manner, let it be 
shown by proper authority and our consum- 
ers will not continue to buy these things 
from either the foreign or the domestic pro- 
ducer. It would be unwise to prohibit bya 
sweeping decree the importation of a line of 
goods simply for the purpose of retaliation, 
Analysis and exposure are, however, legiti- 
mate processes. and consumers should have 
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1e benefit of them whenever there seem to 
be good reasons for making an investigation. 


AN INVASION OF MEX100. 

Gen. Croox, with his little army of in- 
vasion, was on the Mexican boundary be- 
fore the order of Gen. SxmrMAN, dated at 
Washington, April 28, could reach him. 
He was at some distance from the end of 
telegraphic communication when his final 
preparations were made—April 23. On the 
morning of that day the march began, and 
the force was five days on the trail before 
the dispatch from Gen. SHERMAN was writ- 
ten. Nevertheless, the ill consequences 
which would flow from any violation of ex- 
isting obligations with Mexico can not 
now be averted by the plea by Gen. Crook 
that he had not received from Gen. 
SHERMAN or the War Department any 
warning of possible complications. The 
agreement made with the Mexican Govern- 
ment by the United States, and cited by Gen. 
SHERMAN for the guidance of Gen. Croox, 
was drawn up chiefly for the purpose of mak- 
ing some provision for the regulation of occa- 
sional raids across the Rio Grande boundary, 
the military forces of the two republics hav- 
ing occasionally found it necessary to cross 
the line in pursuit of Indians. That agree- 
ment, among other things, specified a cer- 
tain portion of the frontier—from Capitan 
Leal to the mouth of the Rio Grande—as 
forbidden to be crossed by the troops of 
either republic. Gen. Croox, it appears, 
first crossed the boundary: into Mexico to 
secure a liberal interpretation of the agree- 
ment and to arrange for active co-operation 
on the part of the Mexican military authori- 
ties. 
sume, were accomplished, as, under date of 
May 8, the General, acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of Gen. SHERMAN’s admonitory dis- 
patch, says that he will at once enter the 
territory of Mexico. 

But the agreement, of course, applies with 
equal force to all portions of the boundary 
betwixt the two republics. It is stipulated 
that the regular troops of either nation may 
cross the line when in ‘‘close pursuit of a 
band of savage Indians.’’ The further con- 
ditions were that the crossing must be in a 
desert or unpopulated part of the country, 
at least six miles distant from any settle- 
ment or town of either country, and that the 
commander of the troops crossing shall, if 
possible, give notice of his coming to the 
nearest military authorities of the other 
country. Exactly what ‘‘close_ pur- 
suit”? may be made to mean de- 
pends, of course, upon the liberality 
of the authorities of the nation whose terri- 
tory is invaded, as well as upon the elasticity 
of the conscience of the invader. As this 
expedition is undertaken with the consent 
and co-operation of the Mexican command- 
ers in the northern part of that republic, 
there may be no danger of misunderstand- 
ings as to the immediate excuse of the raid 
across the border. And the country along 
the boundary line in Northern Mexico and 
the south-eastern corner of Arizona is so 
sparsely populated that it is likely that Gen. 
Croox would find no difficulty in selecting 
a point for crossing which would fulfill the 
conditions imposed in the agreement now 
existing between the two republics. 

Aside from any questions arising from in- 
ternational complications, grave perils do 
undoubtedly hang over Gen. Croox’s little 
command. The nucleus of his force is only 
50 men of the Sixth Cavalry. The real fight- 
ing is to he done by the White Mountain 
and San Carlos Apaches, of whom about 
200 accompany CRoox’s command. These 
are from the reservation. They are fully 
armed with Springfield rifles, and are provid- 
ed with an abundance of ammunition. With 
these wild creatures (for they are yet un- 
tamed) Gen. Crook proposes to march 250 
miles through a desolate and trackless region 
of Mexico. His dependence upon the loyalty 
of his Indian auxiliaries, who are undoubtedly 
the bitter foes of the Chiricahuas, is almost 
sublime. Gen. Crook has fought these 
wild men for years. Now he enlists them 
for acampaign which will occupy months, 
and will be conducted in the mountains of 
a foreign land. His defeat would be a ca- 
lamity. His success would be a brilliant ex- 
ploit, and would bring peace to long dis- 
tracted regions of country. 





THE ANNAPOLIS CURRICULUM. 

The President has appointed Gen. Mc- 
Dowett, Admiral Howeut, and Mr. Eb- 
warp V. Krinstey Commissioners to visit 
the Naval Academy and to ascertain— 
among other things—if the standard of 
scholarship at that institution is higher than 
it should be. This action is doubtless due 
to the fact that complaints have lately been 
made of the excessive amount of study re- 
quired of the naval cadets: The list of stu- 
dies pursued at the Academy is well adapted 
to inspire any young man desiring to enter 
the navy with wholesome dread. The num- 
ber of those studies and the amount of each 
one of them which must be mastered asa 
condition of graduation presuppose that the 
cadets are young men of exceptional intel- 
lectual powers and tireless industry. 


Up to the time when the distinction be- 
tween cadet midshipmen and cadet en- 
gimeers was abolished the course of study 
at Annapolis, although severe, was not ex- 
cessive. The abolition of the distinction 
between cadet midshipmen and cadet. en- 
gineers made it necessary that two separate 
courses of study should be united. The 
naval cadet to-day is, required to study 
everything that the cadet midshitpmen and 
the cadet engineers formerly studied. In 
other words, two courses instead of one 
course of study are required of him, and it 
is of this that complaint has justly been 
made. 

The engineers department and the line 
officers department are perfectly distinct, 
and there is no reason why a naval cadet 
should be made to qualify himself for either 
department. It is, of course, possible that 
a man-of-war may lose all her engineers, 
and in such case it would be very conven- 
ient if any Lieutenant or Ensign were com- 
petent to take charge of the engines. So, 
too, were the Surgeon and the Chaplain of 
a man-of-war to be lost overboard it would 
be convenient if any one of the line officers 
were fitted to act either as Surgeon or 
Chaplain. We do not, however, in view of 
such a contingency, require every naval 
cadet to go through a full course of theol- 
ogy and medicine. Why, then, should the 
naval cadet who intends to enter the line 
be reauired to make himself an accom- 
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plished engineer? The only result of the 
system at present pursued at the Academy 
is to force the cadets to study branches 
which will be of no practical use to them. 
It is not merely that more study is demanded 
of them than ought to be demanded of any 
young men of their ‘age, but the chief cause 
of complaint is that instead of confining 
cadets who are} to enter the line and cadets 
who intend to hecome engineers to the 
studies best adapted to them, we are trying 
to make accomplished sailors of our engi- 
neers and accomplished engineers of our 
sailors. It is encouraging to find that the 
President and presumably {the Secretary of 
the Navy perceive the folly of this course, 
and it is to be hoped that the Commissioners 
will report in favor of separate courses of 
study for cadet midshipmen and cadet en. 
gineers,

OBJHOT COOKING. 


The originator of the now popular system 
of teaching by object-lessons was undoubt- 
edly the late Mr. Squeers, who made his 
boys curry his horses and weed the garden 
in order to teach them the nature of horses 
and vegetables. The latest application of 
this system is to be found in a certain New- 
England girls’ school, where object lessons 
in cooking, eating, dress-making, and milli- 
nery form part of the course of instruction. 

The girls of the school in question study 
both elementary and higher cookery. They 
begin with beefsteaks, clear soups, and 
such like fundamental principles of din- 
ner, and step by step succeed in mas- 
tering the most intricate sauces and 
the most profound puddings. Especial 
attention is paid to the important study of 
bread, and although a pupil may have 
learned her soups perfectly and committed 
to memory every important pudding, she 
cannot attain a high position in her class un- 
less she is a complete mistress of the theory 
and practice of bread. It need hardly be 
said that no instructions in pie are given to 
the girls. As.the circular sent out from the 
school proudly mentions, the Faculty *‘ do 
not teach one dish which is not practical.” 
They would as soon think of teaching the 
pupils to study Zola as to sully their minds 
and corrupt their digestive organs with pie. 


Combined with instruction in cooking is 
instruction in eating. ‘‘At 2:30 P. M.,” 
remarks the circular, ‘‘the pupils will pre- 
pare with their own hands each article in 
the day’s bill of fare, set their table, and at 
5:80 dine from the results.’’ It will be no- 
ticed that the word “‘ results’’ is used de- 
signedly. The managers of the school have 
too much reverence for veracity to style the 
dishes prepared by pupils at the beginning 
of ‘the course ‘‘food;’’ for they well 
know that as a rule such dishes 
cannot honestly be classed as food. The 
rule which requires the people to ‘‘ dine from 
the results’’ may seem to many persons a 
very severe one, and undoubtedly it must 
lead to a vast amount of abdominal anguish. 
But it is clearly the only method by which 
girls can be made to learn their steaks and 
puddings thoroughly. No girl who knows 
that she must eat whatever she cooks will 
willfully or carelessly spoil it. Since her 
errors carry with them their own punish- 
ment, she will make as few as possible. 
What if the class in cooking is compelled 
to send for the doctor immediately after 
eating the first dinner of the course? No 
such necessity will exist after the class has 
made a little progress in its studies and can 
produce ‘‘food’’ instead of mere ‘‘results.”” 

The more advanced cookery classes are 
required at regular periods to cook in the 
presence of invited guests, by whom the 
*‘results,’’? which, of course, are assumed 
to be food, are tested. Such guests are re- 
quested to bring with them “teaspoons and 
napkins, as well as note-books and pencils.”’ 
With the teaspoons they are expected to test 
the soups and puddings produced by the 
class, and in their note-books they are ex- 
pected to note, for they benefit of medical 
science, the symptoms which follow their 
experiments in testing. Great care is, of 
course, taken by the managers of the school 
to have a physician in attendance, and it is 
pleasant to know that so far no serious acci- 
dent has occurred and no invited guest has 
brought an action for damages against the 
school. 

There is one point of much interest upon 
which the circular to which allusion has 
been made does not touch. Are the girls 
required to buy the materials with which 
they cook from the managers of the school ? 
We know that girls who take music lessons 
are required to buy reams of music from 
their teachers. Thisis quite right, for it 
would be folly to expect a teacher to furnish 
music gratuitously. If the same system is 
adopted in the case of girls who are study- 
ing cookery there will be little doubt as to 
the future of the school, for where the pu- 
pils are required to cook their own dinners 
and to pay not only for the materials but 
for instruction and the use of kitchen fire 
and dishes, the expenses of the school must 
be so small asto be hardly worth estimating. 

AN EXCESSIVE TURTLE. 

A few days ago an American schooner 
met with a remarkable, not to say unprec- 
edented,- turtle. The reptile was sleeping 
peacefully on the surface of the water in the 
neighborhood of the Banks, and when it was 
first seen it was supposed to be the hull of a 
capsized vessel. On approaching close to it, 
however, the schooner’s people saw that the 
supposed hull was a turtle about sixty feet 
long and forty feet broad. As it was decid- 
edly larger than the schooner, the latter wise- 
ly forbore to attempt to capture it and 
sailed away, leaving the turtle directly in 
the path of the Atlantic steamers, any one 
of which vessels may run into it. 

The existence of gigantic turtles of the 
dimensions of the one in question has never 
been suspected; chiefly because such exces- 
sive animals have never before been seen. 
When we remember that a turtle sixty feet 
long and forty feet wide must draw at least 
fifteen feet of water, we can understand that 
such turtles have never approached near 
enough to the land to be seen, much less to 
be pursued and turned on their backs by 
floating derricks. Itis probable that they 
spend nearly all their time below the sur- 
face of the water, coming upto breathe only 
at night. With such habits, it is no wonder 
that no one has seen a sixty-foot turtle until 
the other day. 

If the sea contains turtles as large asa 
small-sized island. they must be exceedingly 
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dangerous to shipping. If a steamer runs 
into the turtle seen by the American schoon- 
er that steamer will be wrecked as certainly 
as if she were to run on one of the Scilly 
Islands. Turtles, even when floating on the 
surface of the water, lie so low that they can 
be seen with difficulty, and as they carry no 
side-lights it is quite impossible to see them 
after dark. The simple fact is that the com- 
merce of the world is at the mercy of the 
turtles, and we shall never know how many 
of the vessels that are reported ‘missing’ 
have struck on turtles and gone to the bot- 
tom without a moment’s warning. 

The experience of the Captain: and crew 
of the American schooner already men- 
tioned may, however, be interpreted as an 
evidence of the terrible effects of adulterated 
liquors. Pure whisky, as is well known, 
leads to discoveries” of sea serpents. The 
liquor that results in gigantic turtles must 
be a horrible compound, and in the interest 
of science the people of the American 
schooner should tell where they procured 
their liquor, and submit a specimen of it—if 
any remains—to some competent chemist for 
analysis. 


Mr. W. H. H. Murray expressed his opinion 
yesterday that “interviewing is the curse of Ameri- 
ean journalism,”’ from which it may be inferred that 
Mr. Murray does not like to be interviewed. The 
versatile ex-preacher, however, is an object of so 
much publio interest that the reporters will proba- 
bly continue to visit him whenever he makes his 
presence in the City known. Mr. Murxay’s opin- 
ions are always clearly expressed, and this one 
about journalism has the merit of being harmless, 
which has not always been the case with the pub- 
lished utterances of this distinguished man. His 
opinion that the Adirondack forest was the proper 
place to take people in the last stages of consump- 
tion, for instance, had a bad effect upon over- 
credulous readers of a book he wrote some years 
ago. “ The nationalization of the sewing society” 
is a phrase which Mr. Murray thinks fitly describes 
the present state of American journalism. It is a 
good phrase, and shows that its author has lost 
none of his old proficiency in the use of hyperbole. 
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The indictment of two Police Captains by 
the Grand Jury is the first serious attempt that has 
yet been made te protect the public from the ag- 
gressions of the poliee class. The singular im- 
munity which policemen have enjoyed ina city 
where a respectable bufglar ora leading gambler 
is frequently almost threatened with arrest has 
been quite inexplicable to thoughtful and law- 
abiding eitizens. Policemen have been suffered 
to become go bold that they now ply their clubs in 
broad daylight and shoot at people in crewded 
thoroughfares. It is perhaps to be regretted that 
the Grand Jury should have thought it necessary 
to indict Capts. Witz1ams and A.zare for the 
alleged offense of sheltering gamblers. It would 
have been better had they been frankly indicted as 
notorious and habitual policemen. Still, it is un- 
gracious to look a beneficent Grand Jury in the 
mouth, so to speak, and we may well be thankful 
for what has been achieved without scrutinizing 
too closely the manner of the achievement. 
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The police force of this City is subject to its 
full share of harsh criticism, and at the present 
moment the methods of the department are per- 
haps receiving more than the usual measure of 
serutiny. Such an incident as the murder of Pa- 
trelman Marton yesterday morning, however, 
brings into prominence a phase of the policeman’s 
life rather different from that to which the Grand 

‘ary and Messrs. Wurrnry and Comsrockx have 
been giving their attention. While obeying the or- 
ders of his Captain, Matton was brutally shot 
down without provoeation by a ruffian whom 
he found suspiciously loitering in an un- 
savory neighborhood at an hour when 
honest folks are abed. The fact that 
the policeman’s assailant is a lunatic is poor 
consolation for the people who depended upona 
portion of Matuon’s salary for their support. The 
policemen on night duty, in seme of the precincts 
at least, are constantly threatened with the fate 
that has overtaken this patrolman, and it is not to 
be wondered at if some of them are occasionally 
too free in the use of the club or the pistol. It is, 
after all, a hard and thankless task, requiring for 
its proper fuifillmentimen of great physical strength 
and endurance and self-control. Nor is there much 
glory to be gained/by many members of the force. 
To be shot dead in the gutter by a frenzied ruffian 
is not the sort of a death that heroes yearn for.

SECRETARY FOLGER AND THE PRESSE 
DENT. 
Correspondence of the Boston Advertiser. 

WasHINGTON, May 3.—A Treasury official, 
who is one of the few bureau officers having 
Judge Folger’s confidence, says that one evening 
last week the latter went to the White House and 
had a long private talk with the President, Judge 
Folger told him frankly that he was aware thal 
efforts had been made to induce the President to 
ask for his resignation, and under those cireum- 
stances he thought it best to come to an under 
standing without further delay. He then said that 
his resignation was at Mr. Arthur’s disposal. The 
President expressed his regret, and asked if he 
wished to surrender his portfolio. Judge Folger 
told him that he did not, but ne preferred to do 
so rather than continue by sufferance, and 
bave the Administration look upon him 
as an incumbrance and dead-weight. He 
spoke feelingly of all that he had sar ° 
rendered to go into the Cabinet, buf 
expressed his entire willingness to retire rathet 
than continue in an uncertain position. President 
Arthur’s reply was sufficiently reassuring. e 
told the Secretary that there was no intention o 
disturbing him, ana that he had entire confidence 
in his administration of the Treasury. So far waa 
he from wishing his resignation that he desired 
him to remain as long as he would. Judge Folger 
left an interview which he hadfsought with some 
misgivings perfectly satisfied. It is settled now 
that Judge Folger can hold his position as long as 
he wishes, and it is fair to expect that he will now 
undertake some ehangesin the department from 


which he has heretofore held back. through fear 
that he had not the President’s cordiai support. 


LEGALITY OF TELEGRAPH TAXES TESTED 
PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—Two bills in equity 
were this morning filed in the United States Cit 
cuit Court—one by 0. M. Osborn, of New-Jersey. 
against the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
and the other by Charles F. Peck, of New-Jersey, 
against the Mutual Union Telegraph Company, 
Both cgmplainants claimed te be stoekholders of 
the eompanies they had respectively sued. Mr. 
Osborn set out im his bill that payment of the an- 
nual tax of $250 per mile on all conducters or 
wires suspended above ground was sought to be 
imposed under the ordinance of Councils by the 
imposition of extraordinary and exorbitant pen- 
alties, entirely disproportionate to the amount 
of tax sought to be imposed. The peu 
alty, it was said, was $50. for each 
and every day the tax on wires remained unpaid 
after the first Monday of May. It was claime 
that the tax was illegal. and that the city of 
Philadelphia could not colleet it. An injunction 
for restraining the Western Union Company from 
paying the taxes was asked, as was'an order re- 
straining the receipt of any sum on aecount of 
the taxes by the city of Philadeiphia. Mr. Peck’s 
bill was to the same effect, aithough @ further 
order was asked restraining the payment of the 
annual pole license of $1, as required. by the ordi- — 
nance of Jan. 6, 1881.

Wasutneron, May 4—The civil service 


mules, as telegraphed exclusively to THE TIMEs, 
were for the fourth time discussed to-day in 
the Cabinet, and it is a flattering testimonial 
‘to the Commissioners that their work is said 
- to have borne the criticism of the President 
‘ and bis advisers so well as to remain sub- 
stantially as they were this morning presented 
to the readers of The Times. They will prob- 
ably be promulgated in a few days. The 
Commissioners were both surprised and some- 
what annoyed to have them made public at 
this time. Very few copies had been made and 
the few issued were supposed to have been 
very carefully guarded from the press. The 
Commissioners were asked to allow them to be 
printed several weeks ago, but they declined. 
because, as they said, a sense of courtesy to 
the President, whose rules they are, would not 
permit them to authorize their publication be- 


fore they had been appréved and consent 
in that they should be made public. In all 
the departments they were read with great in- 
“terest, the clauses prescribing the qualifica- 
tions of applicants and the degree of pro- 
ficiency required, being especially interesting 
to those in office and out of office, as well as to 
those who desire promotion. 

It is, perhaps, only natural that the Civil 
Service Commissioners are proud of the rules. 
They say that the effort required to put them 
im shape cannot be Coen by any one 
who is unfamiliar with the complications pre- 
sented by a discussion of the subject. Md 
hours have been given to the adjustment of 
points that would seem to be perfectly plain 
and easy of settlement to one who had not 
been required to formulate regulations 
for the entry of persons into the 
service. The question of apportionment 
among the States of candidates for office is 
one that has given the Commissioners and the 
Cabinet much thought. It is possible that it 
will be settled by providing for competition 
within the States, thus reget 3 with the 
sections of the Civil Service act intended to 
give to each State its proportion of the places 
to be awarded in the future. The existing 
quotas are not likely to be disturbed, and 
ebanges will probably be made only as va- 
cancies occur from various causes other than 

of Administration. . 

Mr. De B. Randolph Keim’s commission as 
Chief Examiner, which is said to have been 
signed by the President, is not yet issued. 
Here in the capital, where the nomination has, 
from the day it was made, been regarded as 
ridiculous and calculated to impair confidence 
In the good judgment of the Commissioners, 
the criticisms upon Mr. Keim are unreserved 
and almost universally unfavorable.

THE CORNELL ALUMNI ANSWERED 


PRESIDENT WHITE REPLIES TO THE RE- 
CENT ATTACK UPON THE INSTITUTION. 
ITHACA, May 4.—President White this morn- 

ing addressed the students of Cornell University 

regarding the attaek recently made upon the in- 
stitution at a meeting of local Alumni in New- 

York City. He said that if the charges were true 

the Trustees, Professors, President, and students 

ought to be dismissed. He then took up the 
charges in detail, and showed their baselessness. 

Asto the Trustees, he said that never had men 

been more earnestly devoted to the interests of 

any institution; that they were able and dis- 
interested, widely known and honored; that 
since the foundation of the University $2.500,- 

000 had been giver to the institution, almost 

entirely by the Trustees or their families: that a 

fund originally of afew hundred thousand dollars 

had been increased to about as many millions by 

their thoughtful policy: that there had been a 

severe struggle during years gone by to carry on 


the institution without sacrificing its landed en- 
dowment, and that the Trustees, in order to pre- 
vent such a sacrifiee, had eontributed constan'ly, 
and in larger sums probably than any other similar 
board in the history of American educatien. Out 
of many instances he mentioned two. First. not 
long after the opening of the university, 
when it was found that it must have 
immediately, to carry it on properly. $150,000, six 
members of the Board of Trustees made upa gift 
of ‘this amount within half an hour. Again, after 
Black Friday, when all the business of the coun- 
try seemed tumbling to ruin and it was almost im- 
possible to borrow money on any terms, half a 
dozen Trustees lent the institution $250,000°in 
order to enable it to put its affairson a sound 
basis. He claimed that a board with such a record 
was hardly to be condemned in the summary man- 
ner proposed. 

As to the Professors, he showed that they were 
more numerous and better paid than ever before: 
that of two, the most often lamented one was 
promoted from an assistant Professorship here to 
a Professorship at Harvard, and the other from a 
Professorship here to a Professorship at Yale; that 
their decision was entirely independent of the 
question of salary, each feeling it a great honor te 
be ealled back to their Alma Mater: that the uni- 
versity, so far from being discreditec, was itself 
honored by such an indorsement of its men; that 
their places had been well supplied; that sev- 
eral valuable additions had been made to 
the Faculty, and that it was as eflicient 
as any in the land. He said that he had heard the 
names of its members mentioned with respect by 
Professors in European uaiversities; that several 
of them had received recognition at home and 
abroad, and that all were doing good and faithful 
service. As to their salaries, they had been twice 
increased within two years, and that the avowed 
policy of the Trustees was to give here a good, 
substantial salary, equivalent to that enjored at 
the older universities, and that in no case hereaf- 
ter weuld a question of salary stand between the 
university and any valuable candidate for a Pro- 
fessorship. 

As to recent graduates and students, he deelared 
that instead of a decline in the institution there 
was progress. The main cause of the decline in 
membership had unquestionably been the steady 
raising of the standard of admission to the univer- 
sity. So far from being a reproach, it ought to be 
eonsidered an honor to the university that it had 
been willing to saerifice something in numbers to 
seeure a higher grade of attainment in its grad- 
uating classes. He spoke of the advantage 
that the university had always had in 
drawing its students from country-bred boys, 
who in other countries would be _ called 
substantial middle class, rather than from the sons 
of wealthy men, pampered and bred in cities; that 
ewing to this eanse the institution had always had 
more than the usual proportion of earnest and 
gifted men; that the number of these, so far from 
diminishing under the improved standard of educa- 
tion, was increasing, and that the students of to- 
day, whether as regards conduct, ability, or energy, 
are fully the equals of any of their predecessors. 
He denied that the university had been false to 
any of its original ideas, and took these up, one 
after another, shewing that the inatitution had 
been and is now thorouchly loyal to them; that, 
while unsectarian, it could not be anti-Christian; 
that it gives now, as then, equal rights to ail 
students, whether classical, scientifie, literary, or 
technical Astothe eharge that too much money 
had been spent in buildings, ont of 14 buildings 
owned by the university only 4 had been erect- 
ed out of university funds. Among those 
given to the university were the three most 
costly, and: with these $150,000 for their mainte- 
nance. He mentioned no name in eonnection with 
the attack, but said that he proposed to leave to 
the whole body of ‘the Alumni the question (even 
if there were abuses, which he utterly denied) 
whether the Alumni should elect a Trustee to 
epread an attack upon their Alma Mater over the 
country by press and telegraph, rather than to 
labor within the board for the improvement of the 


institution.

FATAL EXPLOSION OF OOAL GAS. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND ONE FATALLY 
WOUNDED IN A WILEKESBARRE SHAFT. 
WILKESBARRE, May 4.—The Dorrance shaft 
of the Lehigh Valley Coal Company was the scene 
of an aecident this afternoon by whieh one man 
was killed almost on the spot and another so badly 
injured that his recovery is considered an impossi- 
bility. The shaft is a new one, having just been 
sunk about 600 feet to the Hillman Kein, and for 
the past few weeks all operations at the bottom 
have been suspended for the purpose of putting in 
timber. At 1:30, the time of the explosion, only 
two men were at work at the head of the shaft. 
One of them, Edward Rinker, was standing on 


some timbers about 20 feet below the sur- 
face steadying the ropes’ of the tackle 
used to lower timbers. The other, Henry 
Becker, was at work on the staging 
erected over the pit’s mouth to carry the sheaves. 
He was about 30 feet above the ground. The ex- 
piosion is supposed to have taken place about 200 
feet below the surface, gas having accumulated 
since the cessation of work at the bottom. How 
it was fired will forever remain a mystery. Neither 
of the men had lamps, and the only supposition is 
that Rinker was smoking at the time and that a 
spark from his pipe fell down the shaft, or that, 
afier lighting his pipe, he threw the burning match 
into the pit. The explosion made a very loud re- 
port, and in an instant the burning gas shot up- 
ward, enveloping Becker and the framework on 
which he stood in flames. Although not set on 
fire, the timbers were charred to the very 
summit of the staging. Becker was frightfully 
burned, but managed to erawl to the top 
of the beam on which he was standing and 
jump to the ground, breaking a leg in 
the fall. A few minutes after the explosion Michael 
Peat, who was working near at hand, grasped the 
ropes and descended in search of Rinker. He 
found him lying across the timbers, his clothes and 
flesh burning. Hastily tearing off the burning 
clothing, which brought away at the same time 
much of the charred flesh, Poad shouted for assist- 
enee. Mark Rowe then descended, and together 
the two raised the unfortunate man to the surface. 
He and Becker were immediately placed on stretch- 
ers and conveyed to the hospital. Rinker, how- 
ever, died justas they reached the building, and 
was taken to the dead-house. Becker was con- 
veyed up stairs and his injuries were attended to. 
The fire, which still rages below the surface, it is 
said, cannot be extinguished {rom the top, as the 
water must be earried under it, as was found ne- 
cessary on a previous occasion. 

Hardly had the news of the Dorrance shaft ex- 
plosion spread through the city than another was 
chronicied, which, luckily, was attended by no loss 
of life. A few minutes after 7 o’clock an explosion 
of gas teok place at the Stanton shaft, by whicn 
the head-house was destroyed. The explosion 
created a great deal of excitement in the neigh- 
borhood, the night shift having just gone to work; 
but, 2s it age eo | bappened, no one had as yet 
gone down, though a number of men were 
just preparing to enter the bucket. The explosion 
is supposed to have taken place about 400 or 500 
feet below the surface, but how it was eaused is 
not known. The timbers are said to be on fire, but 
at this time no examination has been made, and it 
is impossible to say what damage bas been done. 
It is only a little over a year that a similar explo- 
sion took place at this shaft, though on that ocea- 
sion it resulted in loss of life. No one was injured 
seriously, thoygh two men were cut and bruised, 
one quite badly, by the flying timbers. The shaft 
is worked by the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Com- 
pany,and is one of the most dangerous in the 
vicinity.

THE IMPENDING STRIKE 


IRON MANUFACTURERS AND WORK- 
MEN UNBENDING. 
RELATIVE STRENGTH OF THE TWO PARTIES 

—EXCITEMENT IN IRON DISTRICTS— 
STATEMENTS FROM BOTH SIDES. 
PirTsBuRG, May 4.—The failure of the con- 
feronce committee of iron manufacturers and the 
Amalgamated Association to agree yesterday, and 
the consequent prospect of a strike in the iron 
mills of the West on the ist of June, was not un- 
expected by persons who have watched the course 
of events. Nevertheless, the formal announce- 
mentof the disagreement has caused great excite- 
ment in this city, whose prosperity depends al- 
most entirely on the irontrade. Representatives 
of both sides who were interviewed to-day de- 
clared that they would make no move for settle- 
ment prior to the Ist of June, and seemed to 


take more interest in discussing the relative 
strength of the parties to the coming contest than 
in thinking of means to avert it. On the part of 
the manufacturers it was confidently asserted that 
in the event of astrike the manufacturers would 
be stronger and the workmen weaker than l/ast 
year. The condition of trade, which is the most 
important factor, is such that a Jong suspension of 
work would be attended with less inconvenience 
than last year. At that time eight mills of the 
West were operated with non-union men, and in 
them work was not suspended. Since that time 
the increase in non-union plants has been 100 per 
cent., and in the event of a strike by the Amal- 
gamated Association these could be relied upon to 
continue in operation on a conditional agreement. 
The names and locations of these mills are: The 
Campria Iron-works, Johnstown, Penn.; Everson 
& Macrum’s mill, at Scottdale. Penn.; Laufman & 
Co.’s at Apollo, Penn.; the National Tube-works 
and W. D. Weod & Co.'s mill, at McKeesport, 
Penn.; the Black Diamond Steel-works and the 
miil of Miller, Metcalf & Parkins, in this city: the 
Cleveland Rolling-mill Company, the American 
Boiler Plate and Sheet Mill, the Lake Erie 
Iron Company, and the Britton Iron and 
Steel Company, of Cleveland, Ohio; the mill at 
Wellesville, Ohio; the Ohio Iron Company, at 
Zanesville, Ohio; the Springfield Iron Company, at 
Springfield, Ill.; the Vulean Forge and Iron Com-s 
any, of St. Leuis, Mo., and the Mount Hickory 
ron Company, of Erie. Penn. With these milis in 
operation and the additions to the list that are 
certain to be made in the event of a 
strike, it is claimed, enough iron can 
manufactured to supply pressing demands 
for an indefinite length of time unless 
trade should improve radieally. If trade should 
improve the necessity for a great reduction would 
cease to exist, and the demand for it would be 
withdrawn. In these particulars, and in the fact 
that they are united to a man in the stand they 
have taken, it is claimed, the manufacturers’ 
strength lies, and that if anything is needed to ren- 
der them invincible it is to be found in the lack of 
confidence which many members of the Amalga- 
mated Association are said to entertain in their or- 
ganization. Notwithstanding these assertions, 
however, the manufacturers state very positively 
that they do not want a strike, and that if a,sus- 
pension of work is forced they will view it ‘asa 
great calamity. Representative workmen assert 
on the contrary that the proposed reduction of 
wages has cemented their ranks firmly, and that 
they will stand idle three months at least before 
accepting the reduction. 


CLEVELAND, May 4.—The probability that 
100,000 men will go out on strike in the Pittsburg 
district on June 1, as indicated in the failure to 
agree at the Pittsburg conference yesterday, has 
excited wide-spread interest and foreboding In this 
great iron territory. The Cleveland iron manu- 
facturers are not nearly as much concerned as are 
the men themselves, as the situation bears with 
extreme heaviness on the latter. It is the opin- 
ion of the former that the mills and 
furnaces have been seldom in a better con- 
dition to withstand a strike than at pres- 
ent. The market is such that manufacturers 
soy they can safely blow out or shut up 
for an indefinite time without damage to the busi- 
ness. The Cleveland Rolling-mill Company’s break 
with the Amalgamated Association last year left 
that order very weak among the company’s em- 
ployes, and as the company does not belong to the 
Manufacturers’ Association, the direct issue in 
Pittsburg will not effect the situation there to a 
very great extent, althongh, of eourse, a depression 
ot the general market will be felt.

union men. In case of a strike, it is quite probable 
these men will leave the mills. A gentleman from 
Pittsburg prominently identified with the iron 
business stated that there were 80,000 tons of iron 
in storage in that city, upon which from $18 
to $24 per ton had been advanced: that the 
iron-dealers in that city were using this 
as a weight to bear down prices, but 
that the iron would never be taken out of storage 
until prices were better, Tne iron-workers of 
Cleveland and of the Mahoning Valley say that they 
cannot afford to take less wages than are paid 
now, and that they will strike if the issue is forced 
upor them. The signs of the times do not indicate 
a Summer of peace, and 1t is felt that if the break 
is ence made in the iron business other trades are 
in danger of following.

OTHER STRIKES. 

PrrTspurG, May 4.—Interest in the railroad 
miners’ strike has materially abated since the 
greater strike has come to be regarded as inevita- 
ble. To-day the miners employed at one pit re- 
turned to work at the reduction. The miners’ offi- 
cers state that this break is insignifieant and wil! net 


affeet the general situation. They also state that 
several individual operators have offered to with- 
draw the proposition to reduce wages, but declare 
that peace can only be negotiated on behalf of the 
whole body. The tanners’ strike has completely 
collapsed. All the best men have returred to work 

,~at areduction, and the places of inferior hands 
have been filled with new men. 


Cincinnati, May 4.—The lock-out of shoe- 
makers here now affects 178 werkmen, and there 
isa prospect that 40 more will soon be added to 
the number. There is no danger of a general 
strike, but the men complain that their employers 
signed an agreement last March for a scale of wages 
to last until Jan. 1, 1884, and thatthe real object of 
forming a Board of Arbitration is to reduce wages; 
hence the lock-out. Seven of the eleven shops are 
now in trouble, and the rest, having adhered to 
their promises, are running as usual. The dissatis- 
fied workmen belong to the Knights of Labor. 


PETERSBURG, Va., May 4.—The brick-layers 
of this city have struck for aw advance in wages 
from $2 25 to $3 per day. The demand here for 
such mechanics is so great that it is found neces- 
sary to comply with the demand of the strikers.

CONTROLLING FLORIDA ROADS. 
The Plant Investment Company yesterday 
acquired by purchase a Jarge interest in the South 
Florida Railroad, exiending from Sanford to Kis- 
simmee, and the road is to be extended imme- 
diately to Tampa Bay. The purehase is impor- 


tant, as it gives to the investment company 2 
strong Vantage ground in Southern Florida, and 
because*the individual stoekhelders of the invest- 
ment company already control nearly the entire 
coast line from Richmond to Jacksonville.

CANADIAN PACIFIC PROGRESS. 
OtTTawa, Ontario, May 4.—The most im- 
portant debate of the session took place to-night in 
regard to the  Government’s policy in 
connection with the construetion of the 
Canadian Pavific Ratlway. It was generally 


understood that Sir Charles Tupper, Minister of 
Railways, was to make his valedictory speech to- 
night prior to accepting the position as High Com- 
missioner at London now held by Sir A. T. Galt, 
and the galleries were filled to overflewing. Re- 
ferring to the railway policy of the Government, 
Sir Charles stated that he, as Minister of Railways, 
had the assurance of the Canadian Pacifie Railway 
Company that its line from Montreal to British 
Columbia would be in active operation by the end 
ot December, 1886, five years earlier than its 
charter calls for. The total length of the 
road, when completed, will be 2,875 miles, on which 
1,132 miles of track have beer laid. The Govern- 
ment, up to the present time, has paid in cash 
to the syndicate $6.625,000, in addition to 
the lan grant of  1,879.000 acres. On 
the Thunder Bay and British Columbia 
sections, in fulfilling the terms of the contract, the 
Government has expended $18,786,000; on the 
whole line the Government, up to Mareh 
31, has expended on _ construction  $28,- 
140,000. On the other hard, the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company has expended, on aceount 
of construction. $24,571,000 west of Callander, on 
branch lines. The Government has the assurance 
of the company that $11,000,000 will be expended 
on the branch lines running north and south of the 
trunk line.

L. Campbell, Secretary; W. J. Kirk, Chief-Engineer, 
and James Aldrich, Treasurer.” 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 4,—President 
Jewett, of the Erie Railway, has been inspecting 
the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio Road to- 
day. He is well pleased with the Erie’s new lease, 
and told Tue Trimes’s correspondent that several 
improvements would soon be made ‘on the road. 
He considers that the lease ef the New-York, Penn- 
syivania and Ohio will prove one of the best rail- 
way transactions ever made inthiscountry. He 
will start for Cincinnati to-morrow to inspect the 
Cincinnati and Hamilton Division. 


Utica, N. Y., May 4.—In the hotly con- 
tested case of the New-York, West Shore and Buf- 
falo Railroad Company’s application to acquire 
the right of way through lands of Dr. William H. 
Watson, in Utiea, Judge Merwin to-day decided 
to appoint Commissioners to appraise the yalue of 
the lands required. Ex-Senator Kernan and other 
counsel represented the railroad company and 
ex-Senator Conskling, with other prominent law- 
yers, appeared for Dr. Watson. ‘This is the last 
contest of the kind in this county.

WELOOMED 10 VIRGINIA. 


a 
PENNSYLVANIANS IN PETERSBURG HEARING 
SPEECHES BY MAKONE AND OTHERS. 

PETERSBUG, Va., May 4.—More than 50 
members of the Legislature of Pennsylvania ar- 
rived in this city to-day on the midday train from 
the North. The authorities bad been duly apprised 
of their intended visit, ana there was a large 
assemblage of citizens at the ‘station to 
meet them. A committee had been ap- 
pointed from the citizens and the maunici- 
pal authorities, from the Northern residents 
of the city and the survivors of the Confederate 
States Army, to welcome them, and upon their 
arrival they were at once taken in charge and 
carefully provided for. The visiting statesmen are 


all fine-leoking men and include some of the 
wealthiest and most prominent citizens of the Key- 
stone State. At 2:80 o’clock a baaquet was ten- 
dered them, at which many prominent citizens 
were present. Mr. Franklin Hail, of Philadelphia, 
was assigned to the head of the table and was 
made the master of ceremonieg. 

The following address-of welcome was then 
delivered by the Hon. Charles F. Collier, the 
former Mayor of the city: * We felicitate our- 
selves, as eitizens of Virginia and residents of the 
ancient city of Petersburg, that your footsteps 
have been turned to this our home, and that we 
are permitted on this bright and beautiful 
May day, full of the genial sunshine 
and, balmy breeze, typical of our own full 
hearts and open arms, to tender you a 
cordial welcome among us. Your fame as old 
soldiers and statesmen, representatives of the 
great State of Pennsylvania, has, however, pre- 
ceded your coming among us, and we feel that in 
tendering you the honors of this informal re- 
ception we honor ourselves. I[t is a true 
saying, and tender, too, that it is more 
blesssed to give than to receive, and our breasts, 
full of the inspiration which this reception occa- 
sions, testify to the truthfulness and tender- 
ness of this moment. But, gentlemen, we 
do not come — to-day as soldiers, 
or as statesmen, but as brothers and citi- 
zens of a common country—a country great 
in war, great in peace, and great in the hearts of 
her sons and daughters, and our welcome is ex- 
tended you as brothers by brothers and citizeas 
by citizens. You and we felt a just pride in this 
social relation to each other of a eommen brothber- 
hood and that patriotic relation of citizenship 
of acommon country. Your great State of Penn- 
Sylvania has been most beautifully deseribed as 
the keystone of the arch of the Union. May this 
unity of States, separate as the.billowa but one as 
the sea, endure till the last syllable of time.” 

Mr. Colliet’s address was eloquently responded 
to by the Hon. Thomas Coeper, after which there 
were loud calls for Gen, Mahone, the Senator from 
Virginia. Gen, Mahone said: ‘Gentlemen and 
Fellow-Citizens of America: In coming to meet you 
on this occasion, allow me to say that I never 
expected that it would ever come to pass that I 
would thus peaceably be called upon to meet the 
citizens of Pennsylvania on Virginia soil. When 
last it was org to salute it was with ap- 
prehensions of a very different nature. But, 
thank God, that we are now citizens. of 
@ common country and that can now 
extend you a most hearty welcome 
to this gallant town and feel that it is entirely safe 
in the hands of Pennsyivanians. I can assure 
you, my friends, that your presenee here is entire- 
ly welcome to our citizens, and is a source of grat- 
ification to our people. We greet you with open 
hands as citizens of this great country, America. 
Pennsylvania is not unlike Virginia in the indus- 
tries and in the resources which lead to the 
welfare of its people. If there are any two 
States in the Union whose interests are analogous, 
these two States of Pennsylvania and Virginia, 
and those States most of all, cry aloud for the pro- 
tection of American labor. They have learned, 
and especially have their young men learned, that 
here are fields of resources sufficient indeed to 
make Virginia an honorable competitor of the 
Keystone State of Penrsylvania. {Cheers.} Isay that 
we have great interests in these two States which 
look for and expect the protection of Ameriean 
labor. [Loud applause.}] We are, therefore, the 
more happy and the more delighted in wel- 
coming you here. In leaving you let me 
say that it ,is our most earnest desire 
that you may return to our midst some day and 
bring with you your people and your wealth, 
your families and your little ones, and stay perma- 
nently in our State, in which you are always wel- 
come either as citizens of or visitors to the Com- 
monwealth. 

Lond ebeers followed Gen. Makone’s speech. At 
the conclusion of the bauquet the visitors were 
driven to the most celebrated battle-fields near 
this city, and to-night they were tendered another

CROPS IN THE RED RIVER REGION. 


TWENTY DAYS BEHIND LAST YEAR—LARGER 
ACREAGE ALLOTTED TO GRAIN. 

Sr. Paut, May 4—A reporter who has just 
returned from a trip through the Red River val- 
ley and the Northern Pacific territory between 
the Red and Missouri Rivers writes that the 
season is more than usually backward 
and fully 20 days later than the Spring ef 1882. The 
frost was too slow in leaving the ground. Warm 


days have been scaree, and snow has fallen more 
frequently than rain. In all the counties visited 
by the reporter there was found a large increase of 
broken ground, to be followed, of course, by a cor- 
respondingly large increase in cultivated acreage. 
how much of an increase in the acreage 
as compared with the acreage of .1882 
it is .not easy to _ state with accu- 
racy. A fair estimate of increase, however, 
was found ia Cass ana Barnes Counties to be about 
15 per cent.; in Stuttsman, 20 per cent., perlaps 
more, and in Kidder and Burleigh fully 
50 per cent. In Kidder last year tbere 
were more than 6,000 acres under cultivation, and 
fuliy 3,000 will be added to the number 
this year. In Burleigh County allowing 
10,000 acres for 1882, these will see fully 
16,000, perhaps more, this year. In Cass, Barnes, 
and Stillman Counties the new land will soon be 
most exclusively seeded in wheat. In Kidder 
and Burleigh, if wheat acreage does not indeed 
show a falling off, the increase will be very slight, 
for much of the old ground and more of the new 
will be sown with eats and barley, for which, 
especiaily the former,there has long existed a local 
demand growers have at last recognized, and will 
strive to meet. Personal observation, coupled with 
reliable information from residents leads to the con- 
clusion that in Cass County and the eastern part 
of Barnes the farmers have but little if any more 
than ene-third of their seed in the ground. The 
land around Fargo and Moorheud is inclined to 
be damp, but the discouraging stretches of 
water 680 potable last year are absent 
and on most of the farms the seeders are now 
busily at work. Above Fargo and Moorhead and to- 
ward Grand Forks and Crookston, on the western 
and eastern sides respectively of the Red River 
seeding is also backward and further north 
it is reported the acreage yet to be 
harrowed is larger. In the Westera part 
of Barres, and throughout Stuttsman it is 
calculated that more than half the acre- 
age in the ground is in good condi- 
tion for the drills, and though sufficiently 
rooist now the farmers look forwara with no little 
anxiety to the latter part of June, when rains wiil 
be a necessity. 


STOCKTON RIFLE KANGE CLOSED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Penn., May 4.—After hav- 
ing been in existence for five years the stock- 
ton Rifle Range, just in the borders of Camden, 
N. J., has been abandoned. The range was 


opened on May 12, 1878, with much cere- 
mony, all of the prominent officers of 
the State being present. The outlook of 
the range was so promising that some 
of the best-known military men of New-Jersey 
were proud to be enrolled as members. 
Among them were Gens, Mott, Stryker, Per- 
rine, Sewell, and Grubb. At first the seheme 
Was a success, backed up as it was with 
a large uppropriation made by the State to 
allow the Third, Sixth, and Seventh Reg- 
iments of New-Jersey to practice there on certain 
days during the week. It was thought by all 
parties interested that it would be an as- 
sured success, as military men from Philadel- 
phia and adjoining cities, including the First 
Regiment, Penasylvania National Guards, and oth- 
ers,used te practice on the range. Toaccommodate 
the sharp-shooters an additional long range 
was built, so that persons willing to test 
their shooting qualities at 1,000 yards eould be 
gratified. The State last year withdrew or re- 
fused to pay an appropriation that was 
agreed upon, thus throwing out members of 
the military companies from practicing there 
without paying the fees charged to pri 
vate individuals. The matter failed§&to be 
amicably settled, and the Board of Directors called 
a meeting this afternoon at Senator William J. Sew- 
ell’s office,in the West Jersey Railroad building. 
when it was decided to surrender the lease and 
authorize the Superintendent to elose the range, 
owing tv the State failing to fulfill its contract.

WITH CORNELIUS AND WILLIAM K. AT 
THE HEAD OF THE DIRECTORIES, WITH 
EXECUTIVE POWERS. 

William H. Vanderbilt yesterday retired 
from the active management of the New-York 

Central, the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, 

snd the Michigan Central Railroads. He remains, 

however, a Director in the three corporations with 
whieh his name has been identified since the death 

*f his father, the Commodore, in 1877. With him 

tetire, from the publie eye at least, bis sons Cor- 

oelius an¢@ William K. Vanderbilt, they giving up 
the Vice-Presideneies they have held under their 
tather. The retirement of the sons is only nominal. 
however, though Mr. William H, Vanderbilt gives 
ap entirely the management, from which he re- 
tired practically about two years ago. The suoc- 
vessors of these gentlemen are officers of the 
roads who have been identified with their manage 
ment through a long series of years, and who have

William H. Vanderbilt then addressed the Directors 
_ ks follows: 

GENTLEMEN: The companies of which I have had 
the honor to be President for many years past are 
new-about to elect new officers forthe ensuing 
year. The meetings of all of them have teen 
ralied at this office at this time to thank you as the 
Directors and officers, and also the stockholders of 
the several companies, for the contidence they have 
piways reposed in me as their President. It is my 
belief that these corporations are all in sound con- 
dition, and that every prominent position in them 
\s filled by gentlemen who understand their duties, 
and who will discharge them to the satistaction of 
thestockholders. This fact has had great influence 
with mé in determining the course of actior which 
I bave, after due deliberation, decided upon. In 
my judgment the time has arrived when I owe it 
as a duty to myself, to the corporations, and to 
those around me upon whom the chief manage- 
ment will revoive, to retire from the Presidency. 

In declining the honor of a re-election from you I 
@o not mean to sever my relations or abate the 
interest I have heretofore taken in these eorpora- 
tions. I also wish to express my sincere thaxks 
to all the employes of the different companies 
for the assistance and ce-operation they have ren- 
mein tne performance of my duties, Itis 
very gratifying to recall the steady and healthful 
wth of these ates, and their great sta- 
Fintey and strength. e system of which they 
form a part is now operating in sueh @ manner as 
to render the most satisfactory service to the pub- 
lic and the best returns toe the stockholders. Cov- 
pring tke territory between New-York and the 
West on both the north and the south sides 
of the lakes, it holds, and will continue to 
hold, a first-class relation to the trunk line 
traffic of the country. lt is my purpose 
nnd aim that these several corporations 
shall remain upon such a basis for their harme- 
nious working with each other and for the efficient 
management of each as will secure for the system 
both permanency and prosperity. Under the re- 
organization each of them will elect a Chairman of 
the board, who, in eonnection with the Executive 
and’ Finance Committee, will have immediate and 
constant supervision of all the affairs of the com- 
panies and bring to the support of the officers the 
active assistance of the Directors. The pian of 
organization adopted and inaugurated will remove 
tbe business of the companies from the contingen- 
sies of accident to any individual and insure a con- 
tinuance of the Der h which has heretofore met 
the approval of the stockholders.

DERBILT RETIRES 


DISHONESTY AND FLIGHT.

GEORGE T. SHAW STEALS HIS EMPLOYER’S 


MONEY, OWNS UP, AND DISAPPEARS. 


George T. Shaw, the shipping clerk at the 
Mexican Central Railway Company’s office in this 
City, and also the confidential clerk of Mr. Emer- 
son Foote, the Treasurer of All Souls’ (Unitarian) 
Chureh, at Fourth-avenue and Twentieth-street. 
having stolen about $1,000 from the railway cem- 
pany and $3,466 from Mr. Foote, left his lodgings 
at the Benedict apartment-house, in this City, on 
Saturday morning, April 21, saying that he was 
goiag to Toronto, Canada, and has not been seen 


or heard of since. Shaw is about 24 years old, of 
pleasing appearance and winning manners. He 
came here from Toronto about eight or nine 
ears ago, With letters of introduction to mem- 

rs of All Souls’ Church. Mr. Foote, who 
is in the railway supply business at No. 40 
Broadway. took Shaw into his office as a clerk. 
Mr. Foote, being authorized as Treasurer of the 
church to employ a clerk at $200a year, also gave 
this work to Shaw. In August, 1881, he secured 
for Shawthe position of shipping clerk in the 
Mexican Central Railway office, at a salary of 
$1,500 ayear. He, however, allowed him to keep 
the church work. -Ashe had implicit confidence 
in Shaw, he allowed him to make deposits on the 
church account and to fill out the checks with 
which bills against the church were paid. 

Shaw’s peculations began abouta yearago. His 
method was to pocket money given to him to de- 
posit, and also w fill in his own name after that ef 
the payee on the check ufter it had been signed by 
Mr. Foote. and then draw the money and appro- 
priate it instéad of mailing it, as he was supposed 
to do, to the person or firm for whom it was in- 
tended. As the whole check except Mr. Foote’s 
signature was filled out in Shaw's handwriting, 
the addition of his name after that of the payee 
failed to excite the suspicions of the bank officers. 
On several occasions, when persons for whose bills 
checks had been drawn, wrote to Mr. Foote to say 
that their bills had not been paid, Shaw suggested 
that the checks must have been lost in the mails, 
and Mr. Foote thereupon drew other checks for the 
amounts. In at least one instanee. where a second 
check was drawn, Shaw drew and pocketed the 
money for that also. Finaily,on Thursday, April 
19, the First National Bank, where the cnurch’s 
account was kept, gave notice to Mr. Foote that 
the account was slightly overdrawn. Mr. Foote 
then sent for Shew and told him that they 
must go to the bank together to see what 
the trouble was. Shaw was reluctant, but 
Mr. Foote was inexorable, and they started 
up Broadway together. In front of Trinity 
Charch Shaw suddenly stopped and said he would 
go no further. When press@d by Mr. Foote he 
acknowledged that he had been dishonest, and 
said he would rather go to jail than face the 
officers of the bank. At first he said that the 
amount he had stolen was only $600, and he 
promised to make it good. Next morning he called 
at Mr. Foote’s office and said that friends of his 
bad raised for him $475, which he would be able 
to turn over te Mr. Foote ina day ortwo. The re- 
maining $125 he would make up, he said, by partial 
payments from time to time from his salary. That 
was the last time Mr. Foote sawhim. Mr. Foote 
has since ascertained that a part, if not the whole, 
of the $475 referred te by Shaw was actually 

laced in his hands by friends for restitution to Mr. 
‘oote. Subsequent examinations of the books have 
shown that the total amount of Shaw’s stealings 
from the church funds was $3,466. Mr. Foote says 
that he will returm the money to the church. ' 

Shaw’s stealings from the railway company 
were confined tothe last week of his stay. The 
main offiee of the company is at Boston. The 
Treasurer was in the habit of sending Shaw 
cheeks, payable to his order, to meet tbe freight 
on supplies received at this City for shipment to 
Moxico. During the last week of his stay he drew 
the money for such checks and kept it. He also 
took about $150 sent him for petty cash and office 
expenses, which, with the cheeks referred to, 
mede a total of about-$1,000. Shaw lived in hand- 
somely furnished apartments in the Benediet, in 
East Washington-square, near Fourth-street. He 
dressed well, and it is said that several tailors have 
reason to regret that they ever knew him. It is 
said, also, that he spent a good deal of his leisure 
time and the stolen money on an actress connected 
with the “* Iolanthe”’ troupe. He told Mr. Foote, 
however, that he had lost the money in attempting 
to speculate. He was secretary of the New-York 
Lacrosse Club anc one of the best plavers in the 
elub. It was he who arranged the Lacrosse match 
played at Princeton on April 21, and much indigna- 
tion was felt against him by the’members of the 
New-York club when he failed to be present. It 
was thought to be due mainly to his absence that 
the New-York club was beaten. Neither the rail- 
Way company nor Mr. Foote intend to take any 
steps for Shaw’s arrest.

AGAINST ADULITERATED TEAS. 


MERCHANTS COMMENDING AND OTHERS CRIT- 
ICISING ACTION RECENTLY TAKEN. 

An unusual degree of interest has been 
aroused among members of the tea trade in this 
City by the recent practical efforts to stop the im- 
portation and sale of adulterated teas. The in- 
junction served on Jobn H. Draper & Co., the tea 
auctioneers, of No. 8 Front-street, on Thursday, 
stopping the sale ef 3,563 packages of Pingsuey 
teas was the priacipal topic of conversation among 


tea merchants yebterday. The action of the Board 
of Health was commended by some and criticised 
by others.. Many dealers in teas say tliat the 
Pingsuey teas have been deteriorating steadily 
during the last 10 orl2years. The Pingsuey die- 
trict in China, they allege, is not a very good tea- 
growing country at the best, and the system of 
“doctoring” this brand ef tea in Shangbai has 
grown so disreputable that an immense amount of 
unwholesome stuff is shipped to the United 
States and other countries each year. Other 
dealers declare that Pingsuey teas are 
no’ worse than any of the coarse grades 
of teas. Much stress is laid on the fact 
that the Pingsuey tea: have been selling in the 
New-York market fora xreat many years without 
any complaints being made against the Mr. 
William MacGregor, of No. 119 Front-street, was 
asked why no protest against the sale of the Ping- 
sucy teas had been made heretofore, and he said 
that be had personally advised against the trafiic 
in adulterated teas for a long while, but he did not 
Know uatil recently that there was any law under 
which their sale could be stopped. Mr. MacGregor 
said: * My object in going into this*movement was 
to frighten the badteas away from this country. 
We certainly do not Want the filth that other 
countries reject. I am not anxious to do away with 
publie tea auctions. I regard them as a necessity.” 
Cable advices indicated that the quantity of tea 
which will be Drought tothe United States this year 
will be about 18,000,000 pounds, and it is estimated 
that at least ome-thira of that will be Pingsuey tea. 
Mr. James R. Davies, the United States Exam- 
iner of teas at the port of New-York, acting under 
the law passed by the last Congress, condemned 55 
packages of black tea brought here trom Londom 
by the steam-ship St. Romain afew daysago. The 
tea was eonsigned to James Cassidy & Co., and 
upor application of that firm an arbitration com- 
mittee was appointed to determine as to the 
quality of the importation. Messrs. George W. 
Lane, Charlies E. Beebe, and Richard A. Dorman 
comprised the committeg, and they reported 
to Collector Robertson‘ yesterday that they 
had feund the 55 packages of teas to 
be “adulterated with spurious and exhausted 
leaves.” The Messrs. Cassidy & Co. are held 
guiltiess of any intentto import unwholesome teas. 
Mr. Davies said yesterday tbat it was safe to esti- 
mate that 20 per cent. of the green teas imported 
into this country are adulterated. Thelaw under 
which be acts exempts from its provisions all teas 
that had been shipped to this country priorto 
March 2. He expects that the steam-ship Strath 
leven, which will arrive here from the tea ports in 
a week eri0 days, will contain some teas which 
were loaded since March 2, and therefore will de- 
mand his attention. Mr. Davies stated that the 
materials used by the Chinese tea “doctors” at 
Shanghai in coloring, coating, and polishing the 
Pingsuey teas were china clay, gypsum, Prussian 
blue, and other mineral substances.

ELEVATED RAILROAD LAWSUITS. 

In the Superior Court, Chambers, yester- 
day, Chief-Justice Sedgwick granted leave to the 
Metropolitan Railroad Company to renew the 
motion, which Judge Freedman recently denied, 
to vacate the judgment in the suit of the New- 


York Elevated Railroad Company against the 
Manhattan Railway Company and the Metropoli- 
tan Elevated Railroad Company. This judgment 
Was given by Judge Truax. on Dec. 8, 1881, on 
the consent of al! parties to the suit. It declared 
that the notified lease and the merger agreement, 
which the Metropolitan Company is now seeking 
to set aside, were valid and binding. Mr. Peter B. 
Olney, by whom the motion was made yesterday, 
informed Chief-Justice Sedgwick that a number of 
facts having ap important tearing upon the qaues- 
tion of vacating the judgment were not presented 
to Judge Freedman. Argument on the motion to 
vacate will take plaee on May 21.

IN FAVOR OF THE FERRY COMPANY. 

Justice Brown, in the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday handed down a decisien in the case 
of the New-York Ferry Company against John H. 
Moore, who was a ferry-master inthe employ of the 
plaintiffs for nearly 2 years, directing the 
defendant to account for $22,000, which, the plain- 
tiffs claim, he wrongfully converted to his own 
use. Judge Brown recites the elrcumstanoes of 
the ease, pointing out that although Moore was not 
engaged in any other business while in the com- 
pany’s employ, and never received during that 
time more than $85 a month, he was shown to be 
worth $46,000 when discharged by the plaintiffs. 
Judge Brown was fully satistied from the evidence 
that Moore had wrongfully converted the money. 


FOUND DEAD IN HIS ROOM. 
Emanuel Miller, 64 years old, book-keeper 
for George C. Rand, a coffee merchant of No. 107 
Wall-street, was found dead yesterday in his room 
at No. 313 West Twenty-second-street, The door 
was forced by an officer of the Sixteenth Precinct, 


and because the room was full of gas it was be- 
lieved that he had accidentally or intentionally 
turned the gas en. It is probable, however, that 
Mr. Miller died of apoplexy while dressing. He 
had entangled one of his feet in the legs of an ario- 
¢ehair and lay prone, holding in one hand an article 
of -underclothing and the other hand grasped the 
leg of achair. His face was black, and there was 
not enough gas in the room to kill a person, and no 
attempt had heen made to stop vp cracks and 
openings. He was a widewer, and two sons, who

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| MURDERED BY A LUNATIC 


THE KILLING OF PATROLMAN 
FRANGIS MALLON. 

THE MURDERER’S STRUGGLE, AFTER KILL- 
ING MALLON, WITH TWO POLICEMEN, 
ONE NARROWLY ESCAPING DEATH. 

The killing of Patrolman Francis Mallon, of 
the Fourth Precinot, by Michael Sullivan, briefly re. 
counted in Taz Times yesterday, anpears to have 
been the act of alunatic. Mallon went on duty at 
midnight. His post was the south side of Cath- 
arine-street from East Broadway to Water-street. 
Between 1:30 and 1:40 A. M., while proceeding 
down his post, he saw Sullivan standing in the 
shadow of the doorway of Kirkman & Son’s soap 
factory, No. 30 Catharine-street. There had been 
a number of smal! burglaries committed on Cath- 
arine-street of late, and the officers had been in- 
structed by Capt. Tynan not to permit any suspi- 
cious-looking persons to loiter on their posts. 


Mallon evidently deemed Sullivan's appearance and. 


actions suspicious, for he accosted him. Joseph Sul- 


livan, a young longshoreman, of No. 55 Oak-street, 
who was passing along the north side of the street, 
stopped when he saw the officer standing in con- 
versation with the stranger. Sullivan (who is no 
relative of the prisoner and does not know him) 
says that he heard the officer ask Michael Sullivan 
if he lived where he was standing. The man made 
no response, and Malion said, “If you don’t live 
here you've got to go away.” Sullivan made a 
muttered reply to the officer’s order, but made no 
attempt to obey. The officer pushed him along a 
few steps. Sullivan was evidently inclined to re- 
sist. The officer gave him another shove, and Sul- 
livan stumbled against a projecting stoop and fell 
forward on his face, cutting his forehead against 
the sidewalk. Sullivan sprang to his feet, and, 
pulling out arevolver, fired at thepoliceman. The 
bullet struck him in the outer angle of the left eye 
and, ranging forward and upward, imbedded 
itself in his brain. Malion fell to the side- 
walk with a grean and rolled over into 
the gutter. Sullivan stepped over Mallon’s body 
and fired two more shots, both of which took 
effect in his head. Young Sullivan, the only spec- 
tator of this tragedy, shouted “ Murder !’’ His 
cries and the pistel-shots attracted the attention 
of Patrolmern John T. Clarker and Thomas Gil- 
bride, of the Fourth Precinct. They reached the 
scene almost simultaneously, coming from oppo- 
site directions. They saw their comrade lying ap- 
parently dead in the gutter, and Sullivan standing 
over him with the revolver in his hand. 

The officers both seized him and attempted to dis- 
arm him. He fought with the fury of the tiger, and 
made desverate attempts to use bis pistol. Clarker 
tripped Sullivan and threw him down on the side- 
walk. Sullivan succeeded in freeing bis wrist from 
the officer’s grasp, and, as he was lying prostrate, 
he fired one shot at the officer. The bullet struck 
Clarker obliquely in the chest, passing through bis 
overcoat, undercoat, and vest, but was stopped by 
the thickness of the clothing before it grazed the 
skin. Patrolman Gilbride drew his revolver and 
fired at Sullivan, wounding him inthe head. The 
two officers then threw themselves bodily op the 
prisoner, who still continued to fight desperately, 
and he was not subdued and disarmed until he 
had been most terribly clubbed about the head, 
body, and arms. By the time the prisoner had been 
reduced to submission a number of other officers 
had arrived on the scene. It was diseovered then 
that Mallon was dead, and from the nature of the 
wounds it was apparent that his death had been al- 
most instantaneous. His body was carried to the 
Oak-street police station. Sullivan, the murderer, 
was also taken there, and thenee to the Chambers- 
Street Hospital for treatment. He is detained 
there as a prisoner. Coroner Martin listened to 
Joseph Sullivan’s statement, and then committed 
the man to the House of Detention. An 
autopsy to-day skowed three _ pistol-shot 
wounds in the officer's head. Two bul- 
lets were found imbedded in the _ brain. 
The body was removed to tke residence of his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Brady, at No. 192 First-avenue. His funer- 
al will take place from St. Bridget’s Church, at 
Eighth-street and Avenue B,on Sunday. Mallon 
was 38 years of age, a native of Ireland, and was 
unmarried. He was appointed a policeman on 
Sept. 19, 1874, and has served in the Seventeenth, 
Fourteenth, and Fourth Precincts. During bis 
service ‘here had been 15 complaints made against 

-him, and he had been fined 68 days’ pay. 

Sullivan, the murderer, is 41 years of age. He 
gave his oceupation as a brass-founder. He claimed 
to reside at No. 33 Catharine-street, but the police 
say he has no permanent home. For years he has 
been subject to fits of insanity, during the contin- 
uanee of which he wasalways very violent. A 
few years ago, he manufactured ale-pumps and 
had a workshop at Elm and White streets. His 
business was ruined by his insane freaks. He has 
a wife and two children, but has been separated 
from them since 1876. His wife is a dress-maker, 
and lives with her children at No. 249 Front-street, 
Brooklyn. Mrs. Sullivan said that she had been 
greatly annoyed and harassed by her husband, 
When he nad money he kept away from her, but 
when his funds gave out he pestered her for 
money. He is of very intemperate habits. On 
Aug. 17, 1876, he was sent to the insane asylum 
on Ward's Island and was discharged on 
June & 1877. He remained at large until 
Jan. 17, 1880, when he was committed to 
the Flatbush Insane Asylum, and_ thence 
transferred to the asylum on Ward's Island on 
May 1, 1880. Onthe 26th of the following May he 
was discharged. Sinve that time he has had no 
fixed home. Mrs. Sullivan says that he visited her 
on Monday and asked to be permitted te take their 
little daughter to the theatre. Ashe was sober 
and appeared to be quite rational Mrs. Sullivan 
gave her consent, and he took the girl out and re- 
turned with her at night. Since that time she has 
not seen him. Sullivan said in the police station 
that Mallon drew his pistol and attempted to 
shoot him, and that he then fired in self-defense. 
This statement is contradicted by the testimony of 
the witness Sullivan and by the fact that the of- 
ficer’s pistol was found in his pocket when the

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PRIVATE MAIL SERVICZH STOPPED.

SEIZING THE LETTERS BEING SENT OUT BY 
TWO CITY CONCERNS AFTER GIVING DUE 
WARNING TO THE MANAGERS, 

For some time the Post Office Department in 
Washington has been contemplating some actien 
which should eventually break up the business of 
the private express and letter-carrier companies in 
this City, whieh have underbid the Government on 
the rates of postage and thus reduced the revenue 
of the department very materially. The Attorney- 
General, the Postmaster-General, and United States 
Attorney Elihu Root have been in correspondence 
on the subject for some time, and the result was 
that yesterday morning Post Ofliee Inspectors A. 
G. Sharpe, Louis A. Newcomb, Speese, of Pitts- 
burg; Major Camp, of Boston, and others made a 
raid on Beyd’s City Dispatch, No. 1 Park place, 
and Hussey’s Special Message Express, No. 54 Pine- 
street. These are the two largest establishments 
of the kind in the City, and each empleys a large 
number of uniformed carriers, Boyd baving 60 and 
Hussey 45. They have their own stamps, and they 
deliver letters to any part of the City for 1 cent, 
performing precisely the same service for which 
the Post Office charges 2 cents. Col. Sharpe placed 
his Inspectors in positions to intercept the carriers 
after they. had left the offices for the first morning 


delivery. All were soppes and their pouches were 
taken from them. The haul resulted in the capture 
of about 25,000 letters and packages, which were 
taken to the Post Office and will be turned 
over to Postmaster Pearson as soon as the 
Inspectors have made what use of them 
they desire to secure evidenee against the 
eompanies. The raid upon the Boyd and Hussey 
eompanies was not made without giving them 
ample time to discontinue the illegal business in 
which they .were engaged had they been so dis- 
sed. On April 30 United States District Attorney 
oot sent the following letter not only to the two 
establisnments whose business was broken up yes- 
terday, but to the American District Telegraph 
Company, the Business Address Company, the 
Matual District Messenger Company, the Manhat- 
tan District Telegraph Company, and the United 
States Circular Delivery Company, each one of 
which, there is some reason to believe, could be 
proceeded against for violating the law: 

“Tam informed by the Post Office authorities that 
you have established and are maintaining a private 
express for the conveyance of letters and packets 
over the letter-carrier routes in this City. If such is 
the fact, and uniess the practice shall be immediately 
and definitely abandoned, it will be my duty to take 
measures, as provided by law, for enforcing the pen- 
alties to which you are liapie,”’ 

No attention was paid to this warning, and the 
result was the raid of yesterday. After the eap- 
tured letters had been deposited in the Post Office 
Mr. Root addressed the following to Postmanster 
Henry G. Pearson: 

“Post Office Inspectors A. G. Sharpe, Louis A. New- 
comb, and others, acting under instructions from the 
Postmaster-General, and upon my advice, have this 
morning seized several thousand letters which were 
being carried contrary to law over the letter-carrier 
routes in the City of New-York, and have, in complit- 
ance with section 3,990 of the Revised Statutes, con- 
veyed the same to the Post Office in this City, where, 
after making such memoranda as are necessary for 
purposes of evidence, they will deliverthem into your 
custody. These letters were being carried by persons 
doing business under the style of Boyd’s City Dispatch 
and Hussey’s Special Message Express, both of which 
establishments have long done a large postal business 
in opposition to the Post Office Department in this City. 
As the business public have long been aliowed to 
patronize these establishments unchallenged, I feel 
that special care should be taken to cause as little an- 
noyance as possible to the persons sending or who 
should receive the letters seized. For this reason the 
conveyance of the letters to your Fost Office, rather 
than the alternative provided by the statute of de- 
taining the same until after trial, has been adopted. 
I have respectfully to suggest that the letters now de- 
livered to you should be as promptly as possibie de- 
livered, through the agency of the Poss Office, either 
to the senders or to the persons to whom they are ad- 
dressed, and that the delivery should be in each case 
accompanied by notice that the sending of letters over 
the letter-carrier routes of this City through the 
agency of private expresses is an offense against the 
the law which should not be repeated.” 

In conversation with a Times reporter regarding 
the raid Mr. Root said: ‘The law forbidding the 
carrying of letters over the route covered by let- 
ter-carriers is found in section 3,982 ef the Revised 
Statutes. It reads: ‘No person shall establish any 
private express forthe conveyanee of letters or 
paekets, or in any manner cause or provide for the 
conveyance of the same by regular trips at stated 
periods, over any post route which is, or may be, 
established by law; or from any city, town, or 
place to any other city, town, or place be- 
tween which the mail is regularly carried; 
and every person so offending, or aiding or assist- 
ing therein, shall for each offense be liable 
to a penalty of $150.’ It is also made an 
offense by section 3,984 to transmit let- 
ters or packets through such agencies, and the 
offender may be punished bya fine of $50. The 
seizure was made under section 3,990, which pro- 
vides fully for sueh cases. The general public has 
no idea of the extent to which this business has 
been carried. I believe that $200,000 a yearis a 
low estimate of the amount of revenue withheld 
from the Government by these companies which 
underbid the mail service. This movement has 
been contemplated for some time, and we have 
acted entirely under instructions from Wasbhing- 
ton. If we can break up the business, as I am sure 
that we can, it will bea great thing for the Gov- 
ernment. The general public ought to be made to 
understand this matter in its true light. Postage 
was originally charged as it was in England, ac- 
cording to the service performed or the distance a 
letter was carried. Whena uniform rate was estab- 
lished, it was based on the idea that the Government 
could make an average between the letters which 
it cost little to deliver in populous communities 
and those which it cost a great deal to deliver 
over long distances. It was to prevent people 
from calling on the Post Office to do their expen- 
sive work, such as carrying letters to New-Mexico, 
Arizona, and Dakota, and employing private 
agents to do the inexpensive work. You can easily 
see thatif the department loses a large share of 
the letters for City delivery in a place like New- 
York, it fails to carry out its policy of averaging 
which is the basis of the uniform rate of postage. 
The letters seized to-day will all be properly de- 
livered by the Post Office carriers, but ef course 
the persons who reeeive them will have to pav the 
regular 2 cents postage. We made no arrests, be- 
cause that was not necessary, but we shall bring 
suit against Boyd and Hussey for the penalty im- 
posed by the law.” 

Col. Sharpe said that many office and messenger 
boys sent to buy two-cent postage stamps to post 
City letters would buy one-cent stamps at Boyd's 
or Hussey’s and pocket the difference. Many com- 
plaints of missing letters, when investigated, re- 
sulted in the discovery that they were not sent 
through the general Post Office, but through pri- 
vate mail-carriers. . 
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CRUSHED BY AN ELEVATOR.

KILLED IN TRYING TO JUMP FROM ONE 
WHICH HAD BECOME UNMANAGEABLE. 

A fatal elevator accident occurred yester- 
day morning in the new Bryant Building, at the 
north-west corner of Nassau and Liberty streets, 
which resulted in the instant death of Gustav Sebiff, 
a plate and window glass dealer, whose place of 
business is at No. 35 Murray-street. Mr. Schiff haa 
contracted to furnish the windows for the new 
building, and yesterday morniag about 11 o’clock 
he visited the building, in company with Fischer 
Grosswan,a glazier, of No. 60 West Broadway, 
whe was associated with him in the centract. The 


twomen had occasion to go to the seventh story 
to Measure some broken window panes, and for 
this purpose they stepped into the elevator front- 
ing Liberty-street, one of the two new ones that 
Lad been running enly afew days. The elevator 
man, about whose name everybody in the build- 
ing professed the densest ignorance yes- 
terday, pulled his rope, and the car be- 
gan to ascend. Jt was evidentiy out of 
order, for it went by jerks, and = at 
times would stop and deseenda short distance. 
when it would make an upward leap again. The 
elevator bevame utterly unmanageable, according 
to the story told by Grossman, and the man en- 
gaged in running it lost his head. Finaily as the 
car reached the fifth floor he shouted to Mr. Schiff 
and Grossman to jump out, and, making a leap 
himself, alighted safely on the landing. Mr. Schiff 
leaned forward to jump, and in doing so put nis 
bead out of the door. The ear bad risen 
too far, however, for him to jump, and 
before he could draw back his head, 
it was caught by the landing of the sixth floor, and 
and he was thrown backward. The car pushed up- 
ward, crushing Mr. Schifl’s hea@, and tearing the 
upper part of italmost completely off. He must 
have died instantly. His head, jammed between 
the car and the shaft, stopped the elevator, and bis 
companion, half dead with fright and horrur at the 
terrible spectacle which he had witnessed, crawled 
over the body of Mr. Schiff and escaped from the 
ear on the sixth floor, whence bis cries for help 
soon aroused the inmates of the building The car 
was pulled down to the fifth floor, and ths body of 
Mr. Schiff was stre ched in the balcony, his man- 
gied head lying in a pool of bloed, and concealed 
from view by an old newspaper which one of the 
workmen spread over it. Then Capt. Caffrey, of 
the New-Street Police station, wasinformed of the 
accident. The elevator man had disappeared dur- 
ing the excitement, and no trace could be found of 
him, but Mr. Grossman told the storv ef the kill- 
ing of Mr. Sehiff as it is here related. Hethen 
started for Mr. Schiff’s place of business in Murray- 
street, and upon reaching the store fainted away, 
aud it was some time before he could teil his story. 
A son of the dead man, whe lives in Denver, Coi., 
took charge of the body, which was removed by 
an undertaker early in the afternoon 

Mr. Schiff was 50 years old, and a®Frenohman by 
birth, Paris being bis native place. He came to 
this country with his father when a small boy, the 
family settling in New-Orleans. Here Mr. Schiff 
was engaged for many years in the fruit business. 
He came to this City about 10 years ago, and estab- 
lished a wholesale fruit business at No. 41 Water- 
street. Aftera few years he became a flour mer- 
chant, and four years ago he began to deal in plate 
apd window glass. He was a widower, and leaves 
tive daughters and two sons.
